If the productivity of building labour goes on rising 
at the rate achieved since the middle of 1958, an increase 
of work of (say) 10 per cent would need about 4 per cent 
more workers—in number rather fewer than those 
registered as unemployed, and behind the unemployed 
there stands a considerable reserve army of Irishmen. 
But, of course, any such general balance will normally 
conceal a surplus of labour in some areas, and a shortage 
in others. A shortage of building labour arising in an 
area already short of labour in general might cause an 
inflation of earnings and costs which would do nobody 
very much good. The chances that such shortages will 
be serious are clearly increased if one takes a pessimistic 
view of the chances of further rises in productivity; and 
it may be that (again, in certain areas and for certain 
types of building) shortages of materials will cause con- 
fusion and delay and interrupt the rise in productivity. 

But let us keep a firm hold on common sense. There 
is a great deal of urgently needed building and construc- 
tion work to be done. A richer economy can quite 
properly put things like the modernisation of roads and

Competition for Hospital, Boston

College of Advanced Building 

SPEAKING at the annual prizegiving of the 
Department of Architecture, Surveying 
and Building of the Northern Polytechnic 
on Tuesday night, MR. BRIAN ROBERTS, MA, 
chairman of Governors, said: ‘ There is 
much talk at the moment of the establish- 
ment of a College of Advanced Building 
Technology, obviously an admirable idea 
in itself. The Minister of Education has 
spoken to the Institute of Builders of a 
new college to cost £1m. 

‘We at this Polytechnic, with our 
School of Architecture pre-eminent both 
in size and in the quality of its work (and 
such a school must be the basis of the 
new College) think that we have the 
strongest possible claim to the establish 
ment of the college here. However, 
should the decision be taken to establish 
it elsewhere, as appears at least possible, 
we at the Northern Polytechnic would 
not fear its competition provided we were 
given fair play in the matter of equiva 
lent status for our Department of Archi- 
tecture, Surveying and Building. 

‘I just want to say, both as a statement 
of plain fact and as an amicable warn- 
ing to our friends both at County Hall 
and at the Ministry, that the Governing 
body and I, as chairman, are completely 
and entirely determined to see that we do 
get fair play and that we are prepared to 
make intolerable nuisances of ourselves 
unless and until we get it.’ 

The occasion was the last prizegiving 
to be attended officially as Head of 
Department by Mr. T. E. Scott, CBE, 
FRIBA. He will be succeeded on April 1 
by Mr. C. Bath, FRIBA, AMTPI. 


Architects for Steel Works 


RICHARD THOMAS AND BALDWINS LTD. hav 

appointed Sir Percy Thomas and Son, of 
Cardiff, in association with Gollins, Mel- 
vin, Ward and Partners, of 15 Man 
chester-square, W1, as joint architects for 
the company’s new Spencer Works at 
Llanwern, near Newport. The plant, in 
its initial stages, will produce 1,400,000 
tons of ingots per annum for conversion 
into flat rolled steel products. 
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THE RECENT RISE IN BANK RATE, and various hints which 
have been dropped by eminent persons like the Governor 
of the Bank of England, are bound to revive fears that 
some action to restrict new building is in the mind of 
the Government. The latest issue of the authoritative 
‘ National Institute Economic Review,’ though consider- 
ing that in general the capacity of the economy can 
provide for a further 4 per cent increase in demand in 
1960, speaks cautiously of ‘some overload on parts of 
the building industry’ and of the need for ‘ measures to 
check specific types of demand that are clearly becoming 
excessive . . . Measures to overcome these specific 
obstacles,’ the Review states, ‘can increase the scope for 
expansion and reduce the risk that general measures of 
restraint will be needed later.’ 

The evidence put forward in support of the idea that 
the industry may become overloaded is as follows: 
factory building has clearly turned upwards, though the 
increase will be slow; building for the distributive and 
service trades is likely to show a moderate rise; and 
although public investment other than housing may be 
levelling out, the volume of housing work in 1960 should 
(unless limited by a shortage of bricks) be 10 per cent 
above 1959. This is all very vague, but it would certainly 
seem likely that the increase in the load on the industry 
will be greater than the expected average for the economy 


of 4 per cent. The output of the industry, which was 
fairly constant during 1956, 1957 and 1958, rose about 
10 per cent in 1959. What are the possibilities of a 
further increase, and would that increase harm the 
economy? 

If the productivity of building labour goes on rising 
at the rate achieved since the middle of 1958, an increase 
of work of (say) 10 per cent would need about 4 per cent 
more workers—in number rather fewer than those 
registered as unemployed, and behind the unemployed 
there stands a considerable reserve army of Irishmen. 
But, of course, any such general balance will normally 
conceal a surplus of labour in some areas, and a shortage 
in others. A shortage of building labour arising in an 
area already short of labour in general might cause an 
inflation of earnings and costs which would do nobody 
very much good. The chances that such shortages will 
be serious are clearly increased if one takes a pessimistic 
view of the chances of further rises in productivity; and 
it may be that (again, in certain areas and for certain 
types of building) shortages of materials will cause con- 
fusion and delay and interrupt the rise in productivity. 

But let us keep a firm hold on common sense. There 
is a great deal of urgently needed building and construc- 
tion work to be done. A richer economy can quite 
properly put things like the modernisation of roads and

railways, and the clearance of urban blight, high on its 
list of priorities; and this implies that the constructional 
industries may need to expand faster than the average. 
The object of planning, therefore, might well be to 
restrict other industries so that construction § can 
increase; at the very least, there is no excuse for stopping 
the industry from doing as much as it can with its present 
resources. 

There is good ground for resisting any attempt to apply 
general national controls. The problem, if it exists at all, 
is local and confined to particular sections of the industry. 
There’ is no sense in cutting back building in Glasgow 
because you think it needs to be cut back in Birmingham, 
or in having heavy road-building plant unemployed 
because of a shortage of bricks for house-building. In 
particular, there is no sense in attempting a general 
restriction by credit control and higher interest rates, for 
these measures will have a delayed, uncertain and 
generalised effect, when what is wanted is an immediate 
and local effect. (There are, of course, conditions when 
credit restriction is necessary; but at present it cannot 
be justified for this purpose.) 

At the same time the industry must be relentless in 
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year without increasing unit costs since, if they do 
increase, this will contribute to an inflationary situation 
which the Government could not ignore.’ This advice, 
given by Sir David Eccles at the Institute of Builders’ 
dinner last week, is wise, and his concluding remarks 
should be noted: ‘There is a danger that the building 
industry is bound itself to be a brake on the whole 
economy unless management and training are rapidly 
and confidently improved.’ 

Perhaps the best advice to offer to the Government is 
that they should let the industry see what it can do with 
its present resources; and, when localised shortages or 
rises in costs appear (but not before) that these should 
be dealt with by local measures. For instance, if public 
authorities in areas of shortage were firm in refusing 
to tolerate higher tender prices or long delays, and pre- 
ferred to cut down their programmes until easier condi- 
tions returned, they would do much to bring those easier 
conditions quickly. It is reasonable to try to avoid a 
rush of orders, placed in an effort to beat a shortage 
which has already appeared. But it seems premature to 
be interrupting continuity of planning and the even flow 
of building and civil engineering work to deal with infla-

Architectural Competitions; 


“You must build more each 


tionary conditions which may never arise. 
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‘SO THICK AND FAST, they come at last’: 
if we remember the poet we forget the 
occasion, but the phrase well suits a 
moment when no fewer than eight archi- 
tectural competitions for schemes in the 
United Kingdom or Eire are open, and 
several more are imminent. Three of 
these are for buildings proposed for Scot- 
land, a country in which a fourth competi- 
tion result has this week been declared 
in the shape of a scheme of shops and 
flats at Grangemouth. (This last, by the 
way, must capture the record for prompt 
assessment as well as speedy organisation 
of the competition itself—on which both 
the Burgh authorities and Mr. Grenfell 
Baines must be congratulated: the win- 
ning designs are published in this issue.) 

This spate of contests is the more wel- 
come by reason of the poor reception 
accorded to some competition results of 
the last few years which produced sug- 
gestions ranging from the banning of com- 
petitions for a two-year period to a cry 
for more two-stage affairs. It is not with- 
out interest to note that of the ten com- 
petitions listed in this issue, only two are 
of the two-stage type and only one (for 
the WHO headquarters building, Geneva) 
is limited to a selected number of en- 
trants.

OF THE COMPETITIONS NOTED none is 
more interesting potentially than that for 
the redevelopment of 49 acres of the cen- 
tral area of Dumbarton on a ~ primarily 
commercial’ basis. The conditions of 
competition being newly issued, the pre- 
cise contribution which competitors are 
asked to make remains uncertain, but it 
could be that this may be an experiment 
on the lines recently recommended to 


its competitions committee by the RIBA 
Council. The wisdom or otherwise of 
architects designing in the dark for un- 
known clients was debated in a leading 
article on January 22 and further com- 
ment can await study of the conditions 
of competition which Professor Robert 
Matthew is to assess. 


Architects’ Remuneration 


THOSE WHO HAVE NOT STUDIED the recent 
report of the Royal Commission on 
Doctors’ and Dentists’ Remuneration 
may be surprised to find that the archi- 
tect comes bottom of the scale of pro- 
fessional earnings. The RIBA has been 
quick to react to this, and has posed (in 
a statement printed on page 401 of this 
issue) some questions which architects 
however employed will do well to ponder. 
As the statement truly says: ‘ The report 
is likely to serve as a sharp thorn in 
the flesh of the various committees of 
the Institute that are considering these 
problems, although much more in the way 
both of fact-finding and heart-searching 
will be needed before either they or the 
profession at large find the answers 
or indeed can interpret this report satis- 
factorily.’ 


Meanwhile, with a nice sense of timing, 
a group of technical staff employed in the 
Barnsley Borough Engineer’s office have 
written to their local branch of NALGO 
to put their case for better staffs and ade- 
quate salaries to compensate for years of 
study and eventual qualification. Their 
case is very fairly argued (the letter is 
reprinted in this issue) and could no 
doubt be put equally cogently by many 
other salaried assistants. 


St. Catherine’s College 


THOUGH CHURCHILL COLLEGE at Cam- 
bridge has beaten it to a start, we gather 
from Mr. Alan Bullock, the Censor of 
St. Catherine’s Society and Master- 
designate of the proposed St. Catherine’s 
College, that the Society is pleased with 
the plans produced by Arne Jacobsen. 
Site work is to start this year and present 
hopes are for the college to open with 80 
or more freshmen in October, 1962; Mr. 
Bullock hopes to publish the plans in the 
summer. Financially, the new foundation 
continues to do well, and a recent gift 
of £50,000 brings the total given so far 
for the building and endowment of the 
college to over £14m. 


Arne Jacobsen has currently and 
simultaneously been engaged in preparing 
a design for the limited competition for 
new headquarters in Geneva for World 
Health Organisation, for which Sir 
Howard Robertson is one of the asses- 
sors. 


‘Wages Award a Challenge’ 


MR. WOODBINE PARISH’S ADVICE to the 
LMBA Council (see page 416) that 
builders should regard the recommended 
wage settlement as a challenge to keep 
costs steady and should find means, by 
way of improved organisation and 
methods, to absorb a surcharge on labour 
costs which he estimates at 4 per cent, 
may meet with a mixed reception from 
builders. Can the industry ‘swallow’ a 
wages award which adds, in round 
figures, about 24 per cent to the cost of 
building? It is difficult to see how it 
could come out of profits without further 
weakening firms’ ability to re-tool them- 
selves. Could it, as Mr. Parish suggests, 
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be achieved through better management 
and improved methods? We should say, 
Yes, but that this efficiency must extend 
right through the industry, including 
the architectural profession and _ the 
operatives. The particular contribution 
of the architects is, of course, in organis- 
ing contract building—a department of 
the industry where, in the opinion of a 
leading builder, something of the order 
of five to ten per cent of the total cost 
could be saved by full planning before 
the start of the job. The operatives’ con- 
tribution can be made right through the 
scale, from large-scale construction down 
to jobbing work, where the full brunt of 
wage increases will be felt. The opera- 
tives, to their great credit, have stepped 
up their productivity (as was demon- 
strated by Professor Carter in his last 
quarterly article on Prices and Produc- 
tivity: ‘The Builder’ of January 29) but 
they, as indeed every branch of industry, 
must continue the process. Mr. Parish’s 
remark that ‘if we as a nation are unable 
to offset increased earnings by increased 
productivity, then we have nothing to 
look forward to other than progressive 
inflation’ should be displayed on every 
site—and in every office. This is, 
indeed, a presidential lead! 


Requiem Mass for Sir Giles 


REPRESENTATIVES FROM EVERY WALK OF 
LIFE with which he had come into con- 
tact were present at St. James’s, Spanish- 
place, on February 17, for the requiem 
mass for Sir Giles Gilbert Scott. The 
Queen was represented and there was a 
very large muster of friends from the 
Royal Academy, his brother architects, 
representatives of the arts in many forms, 
quantity surveyors and builders, and 
others associated with building. Magni- 
ficent male voice singing added to the 
impressiveness of an occasion where so 
many were met in a tribute of affection 
to a great and kindly man.

Until the last year or so, he had hardly 
ever missed a match or a meeting, as Mr. 
Duncan Scott, the society’s captain, said 
in tribute. The society, as was men- 
tioned by Mr. Ian Leslie in proposing its 
health and that of its captain, started life 
in 1923 as the AA Golfing Society and, 
following some set-backs, was reconsti-

Institute of Builders’ Dinner 


THE DINNER Of the Institute of Builders is 
rapidly gaining the reputation of being 
an event of the year.

THE EXTENSION of the Natural History Museum, illustrated in 
these pages, forms one stage of a comprehensive development 
plan for South Kensington Museum as a whole. The scheme 
is being carried out in five phases: (1) basement and ground 
floor of the central Science Museum block, which was tem- 
porarily roofed in 1950 for use as a Festival of Britain 
exhibition hall; (2) new boiler house to serve the whole 
museum area, completed in 1956; (3) stage one of the north 
block Natural History Museum, completed in 1958; (4) com- 
pletion of the centre block on which work is now proceeding; 
(5) stage two of the north block for which a starting date 
is not yet fixed. 

Stage one, of the north block, contains the scientific collec- 
tion of mammals, a library and map room, lecture hall, offices, 
laboratories and stores, additional exhibition space for the 
whale room, and the new boiler house, plant room, and 
engineers’ quarters. These are grouped in an oblong block, 
in part up to 9 storeys high. Stage two will extend eastwards 
and includes a second tall block. 

The structure is steel framework at the lower floors, on a 
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3 ft. 4 in. module. A concrete raft 
at 2nd floor receives cruciform steel 
columns of the upper storeys. The 
museum reference collection is 
housed in storage cabinets which are 
carried by these 4 in. x 4 in. cruci- 
form columns set between the units. 

Floors are of light steel decking 
with lightly reinforced concrete top- 
ping and lino finish. Soffits are fire 
protected by asbestos board. 

The lecture hall has seating for 
240. Walls are finished with cork 
tiles and the ceiling is acoustic tile 
and fibrous plaster. 

The boiler house, designed as a 
‘live exhibit’ of the Science 
Museum, serves a very large district 
heating scheme, which takes in the 
Natural History and Science 
Museums, Albert Museum, Geo- 
logical Museum, Imperial College of 
Science and its large future exten- 
Durasteel enclosed staircase Cabinet storage system ee ie 

52 ft. x 30 ft. high, containing 3 

boilers and space for a fourth. 
Extension to South Kensington Museum The ceiling is suspended wood 
wool slabs left untreated. Between 
the sub-ceiling and structural slab, 
fresh air is drawn by fans down to 
the boilers, and this action provides 
a heat barrier between the boiler 
and superstructure. The fuel is 
creosote pitch, giving smokeless 
combustion and maximum efficiency. 

Estimated cost of the north block 
(excluding stage 2) is £525,000, and 
boiler equipment and mains, 
£225,000. The total cost of the 
centre block will be £950,000.

MORE THAN a small part of the charm 
of Blackheath resides in its steady and 
unselfconscious tradition of perpetuat- 
ing the Georgian manner. Each year 
in this south-east London vale the 
renewal of the quiet dignity of 
Georgian proportion goes on, without 
showing awareness of or perturbation 
at the boom in structural innovation 
and frenzy of ‘ exploded’ and other 
architectural styles proliferating on the 
west commons of London.

Windows are 
EJMA casements with ‘ Unique’ spiral 
balances. Flooring is hardwood and 
plastic tiles.

Standardisation and Modular Co-ordination; Technical Staff Salaries;

Standardisation and Modular 
Co-ordination 


sir,—The leading article in your issue of 
February 5 was, to put it mildly, an 
astonishing piece of work. What must 
have most surprised those of your readers 
who know something of the set-up of the 
British Standards Institution was the pic- 
ture it conjured up of BSI as a behind- 
the-scenes pressure group foisting its stan- 
dards on to a reluctant industry. Unfor- 
tunately some of your readers may have 
been misled into thinking that the BSI 
exerts dictatorial powers, so perhaps you 
will allow me to clarify the position. 

BSI’s staff does not on its own respon- 
sibility write standards. All British 
Standards, ever since the first one was 
prepared in 1901, are drawn up at the 
request of industry and by the repre- 
sentatives of industry. If the voluntary 
British system of standardisation has any 
virtue at all, it is that standards are 
democratically evolved. The committees 
which meet to write them at British 
Standards House include representatives 
of all the major interests concerned and 
not, as you suggest, merely a sectional 
interest; and before their proposals are 
published as a British Standard they go 
out for comment to an even wider circle 
of interests at home and overseas. 

Your specific complaint relates to the 
BSI proposal for a 4-inch module which 
you say conflicts with the work of the 
BRS. The point I want to emphasise is 
that this BSI committee’s proposal for a 
4-inch module is exactly what it calls 
itself; a draft standard on which informed 
comment is welcomed. No objection 
was raised by anyone on the committee 
(which includes the Building Research 
Station) to this step being taken of 
circulating the draft for comment.

horror ‘ to learn that BSI has circulated a 
draft standard on this subject.’ In fact 
in your issue of May 1, 1959, you kindly 
included a note about this draft to help 
us obtain comment. You then said ‘On 
the most important recommendation— 
that is the size of the module—the com- 
mittee concerned emphasises that a final 
decision has not yet been taken.’ The 
position, I assure you, has not changed 
since then. 

So far as your strictures on the Inter- 
national Standards Organisation (ISO) 
and the European Productivity Agency 
(EPA) are concerned I can only reassure 
your readers that the same democratic 
processes applying to British Standards 
apply also to the work of these two 
bodies. In any case the ISO proposal for 
a 10 cm. (4 inch) module could only be 
ratified by the United Kingdom if BSI’s 
modular co-ordination committee (the 
same one that is responsible for the draft 
British Standard) agreed on its desira- 
bility. 

This is not the place to argue the actual 
pros and cons of dimensional co-ordina- 
tion or of any particular module. But 
it is probably worth restating that the 
10 cm. module is already widely accepted 
in the metric countries and that the 
United States and Canada are committed 
to its 4-inch equivalent. 

With so many countries supporting the 
ISO draft the prospect of the United 
Kingdom fulfilling a King Canute role 
is not one to be envied as the prospect of 
success seems no greater than his.

Any assistance that 
you feel you could afford us through the 
medium of your newspaper would be of 
infinite help to us in our claims for better 
staffs and adequate salaries to compen- 
sate for years of study and eventual quali- 
fication.

DEAR SIR, It is with some concern that we, as 
qualified professional technical staff, note 
that our status is steadily deteriorating by 
the recent reviews and salary awards. We 
feel that not enough is being done to reward 
the skill and technical knowledge which is 
at the disposal of local councils, and we feel 
that some recognition of our position should 
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be made more apparent to local councils. 

With this in mind we wish for a general 
revision of the grades for suitably qualified 
technical staffs, other than the special grades 
of the Conditions of Service, and we are 
suggesting the following three grades: 

Preliminary: £655 x £35 (4) to £795 for 
assistants who have completed their 
initial training and graduates with less 
than two years’ experience. 

Technical: £795 x £40 (7) to £1,075 for 
assistants who are studying for their final 
professional examination and graduates 
with more than two years’ experience. 
Professional: £1,075 x £50 (6) to £1,575 
for Chartered engineers, architects, sur- 
veyors, town planners, etc., with at least 
five years’ experience. 

The wish of the undersigned technical 
officers is, that this letter should be sent to 
the National Executive Council of NALGO. 

Points in our favour are that a Graduate 
in civil or municipal engineering, architec- 
ture or town planning, between the ages of 
16 and 30 years, earns rather less than a 
clerk on General Division. A further point 
is that, even after the age of 30, a local 
government qualified technical officer will 
earn between 20 per cent and 50 per cent 
less than his counterpart in civil engineering, 
architecture or town planning and in the 
Nationalised Industries outside Local 
Government. We would respectfully submit 
that in our view, little notice is taken of the 
fact that time and money is taken up in 
studying and sitting for examinations in 
order to qualify for membership of the better 
known and accepted professional bodies. 

In achieving this we believe we are imple- 
menting the wishes of NALGO who have as 
their ambition a fully representative, quali- 
fied staff ; this is to the ultimate advantage 
of the local authorities who will benefit from 
fully trained and qualified staff. We believe 
such application to work and study should 
be rewarded with such financial incentive 
as is deemed appropriate for a person or 
persons who have decided to make local 
government their career and accordingly 
have successfully qualified in their particular 
profession. 

While we are aware that NALGO has done 
some very valuable work in the Conditions 
of Service for its members, we feel that, in 
the implementation of the awards, technical 
staff have lost a lot of leeway, creating 
anomalies and differentials that have borne 
hard on some members of long service. 

We sincerely hope that something may 
evolve eventually to suitably reward and 
attract new entrants into local government, 
but it is quite obvious that the present salary 
scales and their application will neither 
satisfy existing members nor attract new 
entrants, who have more lucrative offers of 
employment elsewhere... . 

We consider that the time is now favour- 
able as more and more staff are being enticea 
away into industry and the Nationalised 
Industries for higher rewards. We would 
also point out that various local authorities 
are competing amongst themselves for tech 
nical staff by offering more attractive salaries, 
this practice could be stopped by a National 
award to the qualified technical staff more 
realistic than is being shown at present. 


‘Iiliberal Criticism’ 


siIR,—The comment quoted in your note 
last week from ‘ The Observer’ concern- 
ing Sir Howard Robertson struck me as 
being not only illiberal but spiteful. 


Architects who are much in the public 
eye stand to be shot at and they have to 
accept criticism as an occupational risk 
with whatever philosophical resignation 
they can muster. 


But they are surely 
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entitled to expect it to be fair and well- 
informed. The criticism quoted appeared 
to me to be neither, for as you make 
clear, the drawing of the building in 
question had not been published and Sir 
Howard’s views on the design were 
unknown. 

These pseudonymous scribes of Fleet- 
street should learn to restrain their pens 
until they are hurt. One must hope 
that this is no more than a momentary 
lapse from ‘The Observer’s’ normally 
high standard of taste and judgment.

Permanent Employment of Operatives 


siR,—It is time we reconsidered the 
system of employing labour that is prac- 


tised today in the building industry. 

The casual system of employment is 
one of the main factors causing low pro- 
ductivity and poor standards of workman- 


ship. These ‘hire and fire’ methods are 
a relic of a past age when good labour was 
plentiful and cheap: this is not so today. 
In the majority of firms there is no 
loyalty between employer and employee; 
as the turnover of labour is so rapid, 
there is no time to establish this bond. 
Many building contractors do not realise 
the administrative costs involved in tak- 
ing on employees and dismissing them 
again. 

I feel that until the industry is based 
upon a settled labour force engaged on 
more permanent terms of employment 
instead of the present system, we shall not 
attract the right man to the industry or 
raise productivity fast enough.

‘External Rendered Finishes’ 


sir,—Digest 131 ‘External Rendered 
Finishes’ was recently issued by HMSO 
and it now appears from correspondence 
since received at the Building Research 
Station that some of the statements in it 
have led to some misunderstanding of 
its intention. 

In the penultimate paragraph of the 
Digest it is stated ‘. . . . there is not yet 
sufficient long-term experience with 
aerated cement-sand mortars used as 
rendering mixes for any recommenda- 
tions to be made.’ It appears that this 
statement has been read as though it were 


applicable to the use of plasticisers in 
mortars used as undercoats for internal 
plastering and as brickwork mortars. This 
is not so; the reason for the statement 
relating to rendered mixes, i.e. risk of 
rain penetration, does not apply to the 
use of plasticised mortars for internal 
plastering and for brickwork mortars. 
The latter is dealt with in Digest 126 and 
there is ample evidence of satisfactory 
behaviour for both uses. 

The reference to masonry cements in 
the preceding paragraphs of the Digest 
has also brought comment because of the 
difficulty of knowing in the absence of a 
British Standard the composition of the 
masonry cement. In choosing a mix based 
on masonry cements for rendering the 
user should therefore obtain the assur- 
ance of the manufacturer that the mixes 
recommended by him are in fact appro- 
priate alternatives to the cement: lime: 
sand mixes recommended in the table in 
the Digest.

Vehicles on Building Sites 


sir,—-I should like to comment on Mr.

The advice that he received 
from the police is, as it was doubtless 
intended to be, good safety-first counsel 
in view of the complex position that can 
arise when the occupiers of houses, their 
tradesmen, guests, etc., use so-called pri- 
vate roads. 

Mr. Keenan is wrong, however, in 
thinking that it is necessarily at variance 
with the information you gave. That set 
out accurately the registration require- 
ments when vehicles are used on land that 
is less questionably ‘ private,’ as a build- 
ing site may well be before any houses 
are completed and occupied. 

If the public have no right of access to 
an estate under development, and the 
estate is large enough to justify the use 
of an exclusive on-site vehicle, there 
seems no reason for the builder to forgo 
these privileges.

Architects’ Remuneration 


RIBA's First Comments on Royal Commission's Report 
on Medical Salaries 


The RIBA has made some first comments on the report of the Royal 
Commission on Doctors’ and Dentists’ remuneration which are printed below. 
An analysis of the findings of its survey of architects’ incomes in relation 
to those of other professions will appear, we are informed, in the April issue 


of the RIBA ‘ Journal.’ 


‘WHY HAS sociETy placed such a rela- 
tively low value on the services of the 
architect? The disclosure of the archi- 
tect at the bottom of the scale of profe3- 
sional earnings, published in the Report 
of the Royal Commission on Doctors’ 
and Dentists’ Remuneration, brings into 
sharp focus the fundamental questions 
that have been concerning the profession 
and the Institute in recent years: 

‘Is the architect’s standard of educa- 
tion and training on a comparable level 
with that of other professions? 

‘ Have we flooded the market with too 
many architects and thus debased the 
coinage? 

‘What kind of service, both in quality 
and extent, ought the architect to pro- 
vide? To what scale of fees does this 
correspond? Is the RIBA scale too low 
in relation to the volume and complexity 
of work that modern buildings require 
from the architect, and would the client 
be willing to pay more? 

‘Could the level of efficiency in archi- 
tects’ offices be increased to enable more 
adequate rewards to be given within the 
existing scale of fees? Should the archi- 
tect’s work be differently organised, with 
greater reliance on non-professional 
assistance, on standardisation, on central 
information and technical services? 

‘It there any real public understanding 
of the functions of the architect? 

* Questions also need to be asked about 
the other professions to try and under- 
stand the factors that may have 
influenced the present relativities. Do 
they have a higher proportion of mem- 
bers working in industry, with its rela-

tively bigger rewards? Has 
organisation of private practice any 
features from which architects might 
profit, e.g., the solicitor with his manag- 
ing clerk? In public service, do other 
professions have such a high proportion 
of their members in the relatively junior 
grades? 

“The Commission’s report is likely to 
serve as a sharp thorn in the flesh of the 
various Committees of the Institute that 
are considering these problems, although 
much more in the way both of fact-find- 
ing and heart-searching will be needed 
before either they or the profession at 
large find the answers—or indeed can 
interpret this report satisfactorily.’

Obituary 





Maxwell Ayrton ; M. W. Matts; C. T. Gerrard 


Maxwell Ayrton, FRIBA 


THE DEATH OF MR. MAXWELL AYRTON, 
which took place on February 18 at his 
home in Hampstead, removes an archi- 
tect whose contribution to the aesthetics 
of reinforced concrete design was con- 
siderable. This extended to bridges as 
well as to buildings of which latter the 
Wembley Stadium of 1924 (in partnership 
then with the late Sir John Simpson) was 
outstanding. 

Ormrod Maxwell Aryton was born in 
1874 and as a young man worked in 
Lutyens’s office, after which he and 
Simpson entered into partnership. 
Together they did work at Haileybury 
College, Broxbourne, and Lancing Col- 
lege; and designed the Cartwright 
memorial hall, Bradford; the National 
Epileptic Hospital in Queen-square, Lon- 
don; and art galleries for Glasgow Cor- 
poration. Wembley (in which the 
partners were associated with Sir Owen 
Williams as engineer) gave them an 
opportunity to use reinforced concrete as 
a material in its own right in which the 
surface concrete was left exposed. Later 
Ayrton employed the same technique in 
a number of road bridges notably on the 
North Circular-road at Edmonton, on the 
Lea Valley Viaduct, and in Scotland. 
Impressive though these structures are, 
more recent developments in techniques 
leading to slimmer sections produce an 
effect on today’s observer of a solidity 
which is somewhat overpowering. Judged 
against the background of nearly 40 years 


ago, however, these bridges, and indeed 
Wembley itself, must be regarded as a 
monumental advance, especially in the 
variety of surface treatments of the 
material which included bush hammer- 
ing to expose the aggregate. 


In his middle period as an architect, 
Ayrton designed various buildings for 
Bedford College, Regents Park, the teach- 
ing school and research laboratories for 
the Royal Free Hospital in the Grays 
Inn-road; and a striking building for the 
National Institute for Medical Research, 
Mill Hill, on a cruciform plan. For some 
years he had been in partnership with 
Mr. Courtenay Theobald, FRIBA, with 
whom he designed buildings which in- 
cluded the Presbyterian Church of 
England Church House in Bloomsbury 
and St. Andrew’s Church, Cheam. 


Until a recent illness kept him to the 
house, Ayrton’s dapper figure was fre- 
quently seen at the Arts Club, but his 
delight was to entertain, with his wife (a 
daughter of Sir Ernest Waterlow, RA), 
in their charming house in Church-row, 
Hampstead. He was a watercolourist of 
distinction and his interest in the arts 
extended to ironwork on which he pub- 
lished a book. His passing leaves a gap 
in the lives of many friends. 


Malcolm W. Matts, MVO, LRIBA 


WE REGRET TO RECORD the death of Mr. 
Malcolm (Malc.) W. Matts, MVO, LRIBA, 
who had been in practice as an architect 
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ing. It frequently becomes a question of 
arbitrating between conflicting claims 
from the fire precautionary and architec- 
tural points of view. 


To meet the main architectural re- 
quirements of designers of very high 
buildings without creating undue risks 
from a fire-fighting and rescue standpoint, 
the LCC has now approved the follow- 
ing principles for the guidance of its 
officers who have to deal with applica- 
tions for the erection of such buildings 
under Section 20 of the London Building 
Acts (Amendment) Act, 1939: 


(a) every endeavour shall be made 
to secure that staircases are located 
not more than 25 ft. (one room’s width) 
or 35 ft. (one flat’s depth) from the ends 
of very high office buildings or resi- 
dential buildings respectively; 

(b) the present requirement that fire 
lifts shall serve the top floor of high 
buildings need not be insisted on as a 
general rule, provided that the siting 
and arrangement of staircases are 
entirely satisfactory and subject to each 
case being considered on its merits. 
The basic principles which were 

reviewed in 1952 were published for the 
guidance of applicants as publication 
No. 3795, which is obtainable from the 
Council’s Information Bureau at County 
Hall, SEl (price Is. 3d., postage extra).

He was in his 86th year. 
Mr. Matts had practised in London for 
over 50 years, since 1913 at ‘Staple 
House,” which he designed, together with 
other office buildings in London and the 
suburbs. In 1939-40 he was responsible 
for additions to the King’s (now the 
Queen’s) Chapel of the Savoy, for which 
he was made a Member of the Royal 
Victorian Order by his late Majesty, King 
George VI. Over many years he was 
architect to the Territorial Army and Air 
Force Association of the County of Lon- 
don. Mr. Matts had served on the Prac- 
tice Standing Committee of the RIBA. 


C. T. Gerrard 


MR. CLEMENT THOMAS GERRARD, a director 
and former chairman of J. Gerrard & 
Sons Ltd., builders and contractors of 
Swinton, Lancs, died on February 14, 
following a short illness. He was 72. 

Mr. Gerrard was 16 when he joined 
the firm founded by his grandfather. 
He became a director at the age of 29 and 
was appointed chairman in 1951, a posi- 
tion from whieh he retired two years ago 
although he remained an active member 
of the board. He was a member of the 
special town planning and development 
committee formed by the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce in 1946 and 
served as chairman of the house com- 
mittee of the Royal Manchester Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. 


Music was perhaps chief of 
Gerrard’s many other interests. He was 
a Fellow of the Royal College of 
Organists and was for 56 years organist 
at the Methodist Church in Swinton, 
founded and built by his grandfather.

Dunbarton CC Council Offices 
DUNBARTON COUNTY COUNCIL invites regis- 
tered architects practising or resident in 
the United Kingdom to submit designs 
in competition for County Council Offices 
proposed to be erected on a site at Cross- 
let, Dumbarton.

The accommodation 
asked is a County Hall suite and 66,320 
sq. ft. of administration offices for all 
County departments. Dining facilities are 
to be provided on the top floor, storage 
accommodation in the basement and 
parking facilities for 250 cars. Limited 
residential space is also to be provided. 
The layout and design should allow for 
future expansion of the order of 50 per 
cent. 

The promoters have appointed Mr. 
F. R. Wylie, FRIBA, Professor J. H. Nap- 
per, FRIBA, and Mr. James Mottram, 
ARIBA, as assessors. Each of the six 
successful competitors at the first stage 
will receive £400, and the author of the 
design placed first will receive a premium 
of £1,500 to be merged with his Scale 
Fee on his appointment as architect 
when the work is subsequently executed. 

Entries for the first stage must be re- 
ceived by the County Clerk, County 
Council of Dunbarton, County Buildings, 
Dumbarton, by 10 a.m. on July 16 next 
and not on July 30 as previously stated 
(‘ The Builder’ of February 12). Designs 
for the second stage must be received by 
10 a.m. on October 29. The last date for 
the receipt of questions is March 31.

Dumbarton Central Area 

Development 
THE TOWN COUNCIL of the Royal Burgh of 
Dumbarton invites architects registered 
in the United Kingdom to submit designs 
for the design and layout of buildings to 
be erected as a connected piece of 
development in the centre of the Burgh. 
The competition includes the design of a 
new road bridge over the River Leven. 
The assessor is Professor R. H. Matthew,

The site generally is a level one and 
there are sewers, water mains and gas 
and electric cables in all the existing 
streets. No new buildings with complex 
or deep sewerage requirements are per- 
missible and the pumping of sewage is 
not contemplated.

logical structure of the area. A boring 
recently made attained a depth of 
250 ft. before reaching solid rock.

The older buildings are 
Georgian and there are some small public 
buildings in varieties of 19th-century 
classicism with one fine gothic church. 
Competition designs should show enough 
townscape detail to give proposals a 
definite character. The design for the 
bridge may take any structural form but 
the author of the selected design may be 
asked to make any reasonable modifica- 
tions to meet the requirements of the 
promoters. 

Proposals for the landscaping are to 
include the quay, which is still in use, and 


the road leading to it. The schedule of 
accommodation includes shopping space 
with storage and service arrangement; 
office space with one unit suitable for 
letting to government department; an 
hotel and restaurant; a community 
centre; as many dwellings as possible; 
and parking space for 300 cars. A written 
report and an estimate of cost should 
also be included with submitted designs. 


Premiums of £1,200, £900 and £500 
will be awarded to the authors of designs 
placed first, second and third respec- 
tively.

SEGREGATION of pedestrian and vehicular 
traffic has been achieved by designing the 
whole site as a small ‘ superblock’ with a 
central east-west pedestrian system. The 
pedestrian will also be given right of way 
on the perimeter footpath where culs de 
sac penetrate into the superblock. This 
will be indicated by a strip of cobble con- 
crete ‘ protecting’ a road level footpath 
of paving slabs on concrete. Motorists 
using the shopping area will park in 
perimeter lay-bys which will also be used 
to a limited extent by some of the flat 
block tenants. Shop tenants will use the 
rear service courts where space is avail- 
able to park one vehicle per shop. 

Reconciliation of the need for intimacy, 
because of the climate with adequate 
penetration of sunlight, resulted in the pro- 
vision of single storey shops with three 
squat blocks of flats over giving good sun- 
lighting of the main shopping square.

Grangemouth Shopping Centre Competition—Assessor’siReport 


DETAILS of the competition awards were published in these 
columns last week. The following extracts concerning the 
relative merits of the winning designs are taken from the 
report of the assessor, G. Grenfell Baines, FRIBA, MTPI. 

A total of fifty-one designs was submitted, many showing 
good ideas, and all a keen interest in the project. Practically 
all could be described as modern, while the total amount of 
design thought and drafting effort, together with the quality 
of leading schemes, fully justifies the Burgh Council’s enterprise 
in promoting the Competition. 

This new district Shopping Centre and the adjacent housing 
is essentially a combined Town Planning-Architecture design 
problem and on this basis the solutions have been judged. 
Many designs showed quality and originality in their archi- 
tectural aspects, not matched, however, by their Town Plan- 
ning which it must be realised is something more even than 
large scale Architecture. Thus while recognising the limita- 
tions of existing surroundings (indeed the precise reason for 
the Council’s effort to bring about an improvement by holding 
a design competition), it was essential above all things that 
the scheme should be a good neighbour, open to and readily 
merging with the surroundings, rather than entirely dismissing 
them by turning inwards to a self-contained respectability 
largely displaying backs and service areas to the rest of the 
district. 

In design No. 2 (winning design) the scheme is simple, the 
architecture lively and graceful without pretention and it may 
be said to possess the right regional character; the specifica- 
tion is adequate and shows a firm grasp of the practical aspects 
of translating the design into actual building and civil engineer- 
ing. Floor areas, dimensions of spaces, widths of access roads, 


turning spaces and paths are adequate and in accordance with 
the Conditions. Particularly commendable is the idea of 
grouping the flat accommodation in three square ‘ towers’ 
over the single storey shops. These towers have been subtly 
placed to carry the eye round the compass of the Shopping 
Centre viewed from whatever angle, and particularly from the 
main approach along Overton-road. 

No. 43 is a beautifully and competently presented scheme 
of almost mathematical precision, with very interesting house 
plans and groups, and inventive and arresting methods of 
construction resulting in exciting and novel forms. The archi- 
tecture has a blend of sensitivity and firmness with good scale. 
It would, however, be a more expensive scheme to build, not 
so amenable to phasing and in feeling less human than the 
winner. 

No. 40 receives a prize for a single ‘big idea’ filling the 
whole site with the shopping under a vast raised piazza, the 
dwellings in flats and maisonettes being poised above a largely 
artificial landscape.

Lessons from South America 


MR. J. L. WOMERSLEY, FRIBA, Sheffield city 
architect, has just returned from a 
month-long tour of South America, and 
some of Sheffield’s future buildings may 
well be influenced by some of the build- 
ing projects he has seen.

This study includes such questions 
as the importance of place, continued occu- 
pancy by one family throughout that family’s 
changing size, and the relevance of family 
habits. It also includes more detailed study 
of the space required for different functions, 
such as sleeping, washing, cooking and eat- 


Speeding Up Planning 


Minister's Concern Over Appeals Delay 


AT A MEETING of the Town and Country 
Planning Association in London on Febru- 
ary 17, MR. PHILIP ALLEN, Deputy Secre- 
tary of the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government, stated that ways of speeding 
up machinery for dealing with planning 
applications and appeals were being con- 
sidered. In the belief that delays were 
bringing planning into disrepute, the 
Minister had given some thought to the 
setting up of tribunals, which were per- 
missible under existing legislation, to 
deal with appeals about advertisements, 
design and appearance. 

‘ He has also considered,” continued Mr. 
Allen, ‘the proposition that inspectors 
should be authorised to settle appeals on 
the spot, if both parties expressed wil- 
lingness for this to be done. This has 
attractions, but it is not very easy to 
reconcile with the preservation of the 
Minister’s responsibility to Parliament if, 
in fact, decisions are being patently taken 
not by the Minister himself, but by his 
officers. There are also difficulties about 


securing 
policy.’ 

The Minister believed that responsi- 
bility lay with local, as well as central, 
government, to clarify relevant planning 
policy for the public. This would enable 
people to have a clear idea from the out- 
set whether their applications were likely 
to be acceptable. Besides expecting the 
local authority to give a full statement of 
reasons for a refusal, the Minister also 
thought it desirable to avoid ever getting 
to that stage, if at all possible, by en- 
couraging developers to discuss their 
proposals beforehand. 

Giving figures showing the growth of 
appeals, Mr. Allen said that in 1959 the 
department received nearly 9,000 under 
section 16 of the Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act of 1947—the largest total so 
far since its inception. The proportion 
of appeals allowed was about 30.6 of those 
decided. At the close of last year rather 
more than 4,000 cases were outstanding 
compared with just over 3.400 in 1958.

group of houses, and what forms such 
accesses should take, whether separate or 
not. This includes the question whether in 
some forms of employment a ‘dirty’ access 
should be provided. 


4. A study of the physical means for put- 
ting the results of these studies into practice: 
methods of construction. This very wide 
study, conducted by architects and quantity 
surveyors together, includes such things as 
the possibility of using more prefabrication, 
and, in particular, of alternatives to the pre- 
sent monopoly of brick. Cost analysis, cost- 
in-use, and comparative estimated costs are 
being regarded as part of these studies. 

Members of the team biought with 
them experience of many countries, and 
this has since been widened by further 
travel, which will be extended year by 
year, mainly to study housing but partly 
to establish and maintain contact with 
other similar research organisations 
abroad. The Unit would welcome corres- 
pondence from any organisation or insti- 
tution either interested in or actually 
doing their own serious research in the 
field of housing. 

The team so far collected is a nucleus 
for a larger group which it is hoped to 
gather as the work proceeds and as more 
hands are needed. While the project has 
been shaped, organised and set in motion 
at a Scottish university, the team itself is 
by no means all Scottish born or Scottish 
trained and it is hoped that its findings 
will not be only applicable to Scotland. 
An attempt is being made, in formulating 
basic principles of house design, to 
achieve a certain degree of universality 
which would make the unit’s research 


useful to anyone building houses any- 
where.

Hong Kong Society of Architects 
First General Meeting 


THE HONG KONG SOCIETY OF ARCHITECTS 
has, since January 1 last, been recognised 
as an Allied Society of the RIBA. Formed 
in September, 1956, the Society has 126 
members, representing the majority of the 
architects practising in the Colony. At 
its first quarterly general meeting for 
1960, held on February 9, the president, 
Mr. Szeto Wai, said in his inaugural 
address that affiliation with that body 
imposed great responsibilities that all 
members must accept and respect. Mr. 
Szeto also appealed for the Government 
to cease the piece-meal consideration of 
improvements, and to grasp the present 
opportunity presented by the release of 
naval and military lands in the centre of 
Victoria for a comprehensive urban re- 
development plan. The meeting, held in 
the Air Force Club, Edinburgh House, 
was attended by 70 members and a vote 
of thanks was accorded to the president.

Creative Craftsmanship 
Prince Philip Opens Exhibition at the RIBA 


‘THE ARTIST-CRAFTSMAN has come out 
from behind the protection of nostalgia 
and has stopped trading on the mystique 
of the hand-made. This generation 
knows enough about mass-produced 
goods and it is sufficiently discerning to 
recognise the need and the place of the 
artist-craftsman.’ This was said by HRH 
the Duke of Edinburgh in opening, at the 
RIBA on February 17, an exhibition, 
‘The Creative Craftsman,’ presented by 
the Crafts Centre of Great Britain. He 
was received on arrival at 66 Portland- 
place by the President RIBA, Mr. Basil 
Spence. 

‘While we should acknowledge the 
invaluable and devoted work of the few 
people who fostered the revival in the 
early years,’ said His Royal Highness, * it 
would be foolish not to admit that it was 
based on nostalgia and regret and an 
almost sacred worship of almost anything 
made by hand. Indeed, the Arts and 
Crafts Society, founded in the nineteenth 
century, from its inception tended to 
assume that hand production alone could 
ensure real quality, whereas, of course, 
many factories felt that hand production 
was out of date. 


Taking an Objective View 
‘Today we are beginning to take a 
more objective view of the situation. 


There is still a great need to improve the 
quality—and in quality I include design 
of mass-produced goods, on which our 
standard of living depends. But there are 
still many things for which there is not a 
mass demand but which discriminating 
people realise have a unique quality 
which only the hand can give. This is 
important, because just as painters tend 
to be inhibited by the existence of photo- 
graphy and react accordingly, so in the 
same way the artist-craftsman tends to be 
inhibited by mass-produced industry. 
‘Some of the artistic balance which 
existed in Europe before industrialisation 
turned everything upside down has been 
regained. This means that craftsmen need 
no longer feel self-conscious about their 
work. They are recognised, valued and 
important members of our modern cul- 
ture. It means that they can set about 
their work with all the self-confidence 
and pleasure of their predecessors, who 
gave so much to our heritage. But there 
is even more to it than that. The prob- 
lem of the members of an overcrowded 
society with its mass living, its mass pro- 
duction, its mass employment and _ its 
mass travel, is to retain any kind of indi- 
viduality. This is where the craftsman 
can help. He produces individual things 
for individuals to own, and to possess 
something unique helps to make the 


The Compleat Architect 
The Work of Sir Roger Pratt 


THROUGH THE KINDNESS of Mr. George 
Walford, FRICS, whose brother-in-law 
Mr. Michael Pratt is lineal descendant 
of the architect, we have lately been read- 
ing a book which ought to be on the pre- 
scribed list for every architectural 
student—and young quantity surveyor 
and builder too. ‘Sir Roger Pratt on 
Architecture,’ published by OUP as long 
ago as 1928 for R. T. Gunther, then 
Curator of the Lewis Evans Collection, 
Oxford University, might be taken as the 
complete guide to the practice of building. 

Sir Roger (1620-84) was not only in all 
probability the most successful architect 
between Inigo Jones and Wren (Coleshill 
is almost certainly his work and master- 
piece, and Clarendon House which stood 
for 16 years in Piccadilly before being 
demolished as the result of some Restora- 
tion take-over bid, did not fall far 
behind) but was author and teacher as 
well, a man skilled in quantities with his 
own Standard Method of Measurement, 
and an architect with a proper sense of 
what is owed to a builder. 

‘Not to come to any determination in 
a convenient time, is an effect either of 
ignorance or of sloth... (an architect 
should be) so forward in his premedita- 
tion as to make no trade at a stand for 
want of his directions, which will cause 
great repining, etc., and to be careful to 


see them exactly performed, for otherwise 
all trades will be at catch with him’: this 
is good advice, as is also that ‘an able 
Architect ought perfectly to understand 
. the nature and qualities of all the 
most usual sort of materials,’ to ‘ contrive 
all things with the most orderly thrift, 
and longest duration.’ And if the refer- 
ence ‘the several kinds and qualities of 
the material being thus known, the next 
thing to be sought after will be the prices 
of them, which I suppose after this way 
will be the most truly discovered’ is not 
a tribute to the value of cost planning, 
then Sir Roger’s name is Cyril Sweett! 
This fascinating book (which was most 
favourably reviewed in ‘ The Builder’ of 
December 28, 1928) is in the RIBA 
library; it could well be adopted by every 
architectural school if only for the advice 
it contains to ‘resolve, after you have 
once laid one stone, never to alter your 
design except it may be done without 
pulling anything down.’ Pratt appears to 
have been the first English architect to 
be knighted; he certainly brought honour 
on his profession before he retired in 
1672 to administer the family estates at 
Ryston, Norfolk, where he built for him- 
self the last house he ever erected. It is 
pleasant to think that in this house, after 
nearly three centuries, his architectural 
folios yet lie. 
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owner unique. This applies equally well 
to groups of people and to communities. 

‘This Exhibition should do much to 
convince those who still believe for one 
reason or another than craftsmen are a 
left-over from a bygone age and should 
be treated as such, that they are wrong. 
There is a new vitality here and a new 
confidence born of success.’ 

In conclusion the Duke said: * Archi- 
tects, we believe, as a whole could do 
much more to employ craftsmen, and that 
is one of the reasons why the Exhibition 
is held in this place. But no architect 
could have done more than Basil Spence, 
who is so very well aware of the value of 
good craftsmanship.’ 


Protection During 
Nuclear War 


US Seminars on Architectural and 
Engineering Aspects 


THE OUTCOME of nuclear wars will be 
decided not in terms of years, but in 
months or even weeks, says a statement 
by the Pennsylvania State University, 
USA. The nations of the world will not 
have time to mobilise and prepare their 
defences as they have in previous wars; 
they will have to prepare well in advance. 

Atomic shelters would offer consider- 
able protection in a nuclear attack, both 
from the blast and from the resulting 
radiation, if information were available 
as to their construction and requirements. 

Two engineering seminars on atomic 
shelter next summer at the Pennsylvania 
State University will present a wealth of 
information in this field. 

The first, July 10-22, wiil deal with the 
architectural and engineering planning 
aspects. This two-week short course is 
designed for architects and engineers who 
are now or will become involved in plan- 
ning and preliminary design aspects of 
buildings, shelters, and facilities to resist 
the effects of nuclear weapons. 

The course will include a summary of 
effects of atomic weapons, including blast, 
and nuclear and thermal radiation, func- 
tional requirements for protection, the re- 
lationship of various protection criteria to 
total system planning, and planning of 
integrated shelter systems with regard to 
the architectural, structural, electrical, 
mechanical and sanitary sub-systems. 

From July 24 to August 5 the short 
course dealing with structural engineering 
and radiation shielding aspects will be 
held. Topics will include analysis and 
design of structural systems and radia- 
tion shielding systems of buildings, shel- 
ters, and facilities to resist the effects of 
nuclear weapons. 

There will also be a brief summary of 
atomic weapon effects data, blast loading 
of various structural systems types, ulti- 
mate strength theory, dynamic analysis 
and design methods, distribution, in- 
tensity, energy levels of nuclear radia- 
tion, and other important aspects. 

Further information is available from 
the seminar chairman, Gifford H.

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Experimental Farm 
Buildings 


IN A WRITTEN STATEMENT about plans for 
the development of experimental farm 
buildings, MR. JOHN HARE, Minister of 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, said on 
February 16 that much research had been 
and was being done on the basic require- 
ments which farm buildings should 
supply. It had, however, become increas- 
ingly apparent that there was a lack of 
facilities for development work to bridge 
the gap between research and practical 
application and a need for trials of experi- 
mental buildings. Development work 
and trials of this kind could best be 
carried out on farms, which could be 
chosen to provide the necessary range of 
conditions, rather than at a _ research 
centre or centres. 

He announced: ‘ To meet this situation, 
and at the same time to overcome the 
difficulty that buildings of an experimental 
or unproved nature would not qualify for 
assistance under the Farm Improvement 
Scheme, the Agricultural Research Coun- 
cil proposes to introduce a scheme of co 
ordinated experiments under which 
grants, up to a maximum of 50 per cent. 
of the approved cost, would be available 
for the erection in approved cases of 
experimental buildings or structures on 
farms or for incorporating experimental 
features in traditional buildings. The 
scheme will be administered under the 
supervision of the Farm Buildings Re- 
search Committee of the Council, of 
which Sir Walter Drummond is the chair- 
man, and the experimental work will be 
under the control of the Council’s Farm 
Buildings Unit. 

‘In return for a grant under this 
scheme, the farmer or landowner by 
whom) the building is erected will be 
required to co-operate with the Farm 
Buildings Unit in the design of the build- 
ing and to provide facilities for the inspec- 
tion of the building and the observations 
required during the course of the investi- 
gation. 

‘The scheme will be administered and 
the grants will be payable by the Agricul- 
tural Research Council. In no case will 
a grant be awarded for a building pro- 
ject for which a grant is being made 
under any other Government scheme. 
Experimental or unproved buildings are 
not in any case eligible for a grant under 
the Farm Improvement Scheme where 
grant may only be given if the building is 
such as a prudent landlord would erect 
and is such as would clearly provide long- 
term benefit to the land at a reasonable 
cost. 

‘It is not intended to give grant-aid in 
respect of all projects which comply with 
specified conditions but only in respect 
of proposals that can suitably form part 
of the experimental programme of the 
Farm Buildings Research Committee. 
Applications for grant will not in any 
case be considered in respect of building 
projects which have already been started.

Further particulars of the scheme, and 
the way in which application should be 
made for grants under the scheme, will 
be announced in due course. Farms in 
England, Wales and Scotland will be 
eligible for grants under this scheme. The 
scheme will not cover Northern Ireland.’ 


Questions in the Lords 


After a similar oral statement by 
VISCOUNT HAILSHAM, Lord Privy Seal and 
Minister for Science, in the House of 
Lords, LORD WISE said he was certain the 
announcement would be acceptable to 
the industry. He hoped that in the long 
run it would have the effect of improving 
farm buildings. 

LORD TAYLOR asked if there was any 
ceiling to the amount of money available 
for this excellent scheme. Was it being 
done in collaboration with recent work 
by the Nuffield Division of Advanced 
Architecture on experimental farm build- 
ings? 

LORD HAILSHAM.—— The work of the 
Nuffield organisation is being done, I 
hope, in a full sense of scientific liaison 
with the Agricultural Research Council. 
But this scheme will be under the 
Council only and would have to be con- 
sidered as a separate entity by Parlia- 
ment. I am not sure what is meant by 
“ ceiling,” but no doubt the amount is 
not unlimited.’ 

VISCOUNT ALEXANDER OF HILLSBOROUGH 
asked the Minister to consider submit- 
ting to the Agricultural Research 
Council the advisability, when preparing 
to deal with any project under this 
scheme, of keeping in mind the necessity 
for having experiments in different 
climates within Great Britain, in different 
rainfalls and on differently sized farms so 
that they would get the best advantage 
from the results of the experiments. 

LORD HAILSHAM Said he would bring 
that point to the attention of the Agricul- 
tural Research Council. ‘My recollec- 
tion is,’ he added, ‘that this is exactly 
one of the reasons which led them to 
prefer grants to farmers on farms rather 
than carry out experiments themselves at 
agricultural research stations.’ 


Homes for Service 
Families 


ABOUT £19m. is expected to be spent in 
the coming financial year in Britain on 
new accommodation and houses for 
Service families, states the White Paper 
‘Report on Defence 1960’ presented to 
the House of Commons on February 16 
by MR. HAROLD WATKINSON, the Minister 
of Defence. This sum compares with 
about £10m. during each of the last two 
years. 

Adds the report..—* During the current 
financial year 800 new married quarters, 
and barracks for 3,600 men, will have 
been completed, in addition to extensive 
improvements to existing premises. In 
the next 12 months a further 8,000 houses 
and new barrack accommodation for 
21,000 men will be under construction,’ 


Overseas, the report states that a sub- 
stantial building programme was being 
pressed forward. ‘In the past year, 
nearly £6m. has been spent on work 
which includes about 400 new houses and 
modern barrack accommodation for 
1,500 single men and women. In the 
coming year, expenditure on overseas 
building is expected to total £10m. Majer 
projects due to be completed include a 
substantial part of the Malacca canton- 
ment, 200 married quarters in Kenya and 
single accommodation for nearly 1,500 
men, 270 new houses and two new 
schools in Aden. Other major projects 
under construction during 1960 will be 
living accommodation for troops and 
families in Cyprus and Kenya, 120 flats 
and houses in Gibraltar and improve- 


ments to existing accommodation in 
Libya.’ 


Missile Warning Station 
in National Park 

A BALLISTIC MISSILE early warning station 
is to be sited on Government-owned land 
at Fylingdales Moor in Yorkshire, and 
announcing this on February 17, Mr. 
GEORGE WARD, Secretary of State for 
Air, said the Government greatly 
regretted that the site had to be in part 
of a national park. 

He added: ‘ But the topographical, geo- 
graphical, and the operational criteria 
governing the choice of site are extremely 
stringent, and after detailed examination, 
the Government is satisfied that there 
is no other suitable site in the whole 
country.” The station, he said, would be 
set up and operated by HM Government 
and the US Government, the UK provid- 
ing the land, erecting the buildings and 
providing communications required to 
link the station with our own authorities. 
The capital cost to this country is 
expected to be about £8m and to the USA 
about £35m. 

Mr. Ward explained that the Fyling- 
dales site comprised about four square 
miles of land, owned mainly by the War 
Office and partly by the Ministry of Agri- 
culture on behalf of the Forestry Com- 
mission, and it was within a larger area 
which had been used by the ‘War Office 
for military training. 

He said: ‘ As the site is in a national 
park, the Government undertakes to 
demolish the buildings if at any time in 
the future the station is no longer 
required. The Air Ministry will discuss 
with the local authorities, and with 
the National Parks Commission and other 
amenity bodies, the detailed siting 
arrangements and measures to be taken 
to minimise the effect on the landscape.’ 

During the exchanges which followed 
the statement, MR. DE FREITAS com- 
mented that it was uncanny that once 
again a national park was the only pos- 
sible site in the whole country and mr. 
WARD assured him that the last thing he 
had wanted to do was to put the station 
in a national park but they had searched 
the whole country and this was the only

\ LARGE PROGRAMME of operational! build 
ing and much more money spent on 
domestic accommodation was forecast in 
the ‘Memorandum on the Air Estimates 
1960-61 ° presented to Parliament on 
February 18 by MR. GEORGE WARD, Secre- 
tary of State for Air. In addition to 
works expenditure financed from Air 
Votes, the Air Ministry are asking for 
£2,200,000 from the Consolidated Fund 
for the construction of married quarters. 
This compares with £950,000 in 1959-60. 


The large programme of operation 
building will continue in the coming vear 
on V-bomber stations, surface-to-air 
guided weapons sites and on the radar 
defences of the United Kingdom. At 
home on domestic accommodation, over 
£7m. is to be spent during 1960-6] on 
new messes and barracks, and homes for 
Service families, about double the amount 
for each of the last two years. Including 
work already in hand, barracks for 7,000 
airmen should be under construction next 
year together with 3,800 married 
quarters. This was in addition to the 
many improvements being made to exist- 
ing accommodation and to an increase in 
the number of furnished houses being 
rented. 


Abroad there would be an increase of 
over 50 per cent in expenditure on 
living accommodation. Additions and 
improvements to domestic building were 
being made in Malta, Singapore and El! 
Adem. In Aden, over and above the 
large amount of work already in hand, 
new projects to the value of about £3m. 


would be started in the coming year. 
There would also be a substantial build- 
ing programme in Cyprus. 


Sailors’ Married Quarters 


‘Explanatory statement on the 
Estimates 1960-61,’ presented to 
Parliament by LORD CARRINGTON, the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, on February 
17, stated that the total works expendi- 
ture during the coming financial year 
would be about £24.5m. There would 
be 1,300 married quarters under construc- 
tion, additional to the 7,000 so far built 
by the Navy since the war. Other im- 
portant building work, begun or con- 
tinued, would include new and 
modernised single living accommodation 
at air stations and training establish- 
ments; new wireless. stations, some 
modernisation at dockyards and storage 
depots and repairs and maintenance at 
shore establishments.

The detailed estimates reveal an esti- 
mate of £7,606,000 in 1960-61 for new 
works, additions and alterations amount- 
ing each to £10,000 and over, a decrease 
of £216,000 on last year’s estimate.

Scottish Roads 
Programme 
IN A REVIEW of the Scottish roads pro- 
gramme on February 17, MR. NIALL MAC 
PHERSON, Under Secretary, Scottish Office. 
said that Forth Road Bridge was due to 
be completed by the end of 1963. Thev 
believed the building of the bridge was 
well up to schedule at present. The north 
and south approaches would be part of 
the scheme and in due course would be 
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let as separate contracts in order that they 
might be phased in with the building of 
the bridge. They were regarded as part 
of the scheme and inasmuch as the 
scheme was to be completed by the end 
of 1963, the approach roads would also be 
completed by then. 


The local authorities hoped to be able 
to present the provisional order for the 
Tay Bridge in 1961. After the order had 
been enacted the bridge had to be de- 
signed and built. It was physically 
impossible to expect that it would be 
completed at the same time as the Forth 
Road Bridge. 


Mr. Macpherson ‘said the amount of 
Government expenditure to be authorised 
in the period 1958-62 was £40m. In the 
first two years £27m. was authorised in- 
cluding the Forth Road Bridge (£15.5m.) 
and the second Clyde tunnel (£3m.). The 
work in hand or expected to be in hand 
at the end of next month would amount 
to about £30m. This included local 
authority contributions also. This left 
£13m. or £14m. of work to be authorised 
by March 31, 1962. 


More Money for Building 


GOVERNMENT civil spending will rise by 
more than £120m. in the coming financial 
year.. This was revealed when the Civil 
Vote on Account was published on Feb- 
ruary 17, which set out net civil estimates 
for 1960-61 of £3,218.33m. compared with 
net and supplementary estimates of 
£3,097.85m. for 1959-60. The building 
industry has a considerable interest as, 
among other things, the rise in spending 
represents the cost of more schools, more 
hospitals, more roads, bigger universities. 
assistance to industry and the promotion 
of local employment. 

The biggest increase in the civil spend- 
ing is in Exchequer grants to local autho- 
rities, which rise from £512m. to £605m.., 
an increase of £93m. About £33m- of 
this represents expenditure that in 1959- 
60 was borne on other votes (mostly 
education, which therefore show de- 
creases). A more comparable figure of 
increase of expenditure would be about 
£60m. 


The National Health Service votes are 
up from £563m. to £584m., an increase 
of £21m.; the prisons from £16.2m. to 
£18.8m.; universities and colleges from 
£59m. to £66m.; promotion of local em- 
ployment from £llm. to £19m.; roads 
from £108m. to £121lm.: housing from 
£90.4m. to £92.5m. Some other figures 
are:

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UK Aid for Volta River 
Project 


ASKED to what extent he promised aid 
for the Ghana Volta River project, the 
Prime Minister, MR. HAROLD MACMILLAN, 
said on February 18 that his talks with 
the Prime Minister of Ghana, Dr. 
Nkrumah were confidential. It would be 
realised, he added, that many important 
aspects of this bold and imaginative pro- 
ject were still under examination, so that 
it would have been premature to attempt 
to reach conclusions about external 
finance. 

MR. MASON said it was desirable that 
small States who had recently received 
independence should receive some econo- 
mic aid from Britain. The Russians had 
been sending trade delegations to Ghana 
with a view to weaning her away from the 
Commonwealth by offering economic aid. 

MR. MACMILLAN thought that the econo- 
mic aid which Britain had been able to 
give since the war represented a fine 
record. With regard to this project, there 
were two questions. There was the 
financing of the smelter which was now 
being studied by an organisation called 
Valco, a group of aluminium companies. 
There was also the project for the hydro- 
electric plant, and the International Bank 
had recently sent a mission to Ghana to 
appraise the economic aspects of that. 
While these two questions were under 
discussion, the question of assistance 
from the UK or of the part we might 
play in a large, joint effort did not yet 
arise. 


Competitive Tendering 


Deputising for the Minister of Works 
who had influenza, MR. HARMAR NICHOLLS, 
Parliamentary Secretary, Ministry of 
Works, said at question time on February 
16, that it was the Ministry’s policy to 
place contracts for construction work 
after competitive tendering but the 
Minister did not consider that advertising 
for an unlimited number of tenders was 
a Satisfactory system. 

He had been asked by MR. SPRIGGS to 
undertake to adopt free and open com- 
petitive tendering for all the department’s 
contracts and ‘ the widest possible use of 
the usual channels for the securing of 
maximum public advertisement.’ MR. 
NICHOLLS added in reply.‘ The system 
of inviting tenders from a selected list 
of approved firms is the one recom- 
mended by several independent commit- 
tees since 1944 and was commended only 
a few months ago in the Code of Pro- 
cedure for Selective Tendering published 
by the Joint Committee of Architects. 
Quantity Surveyors and Builders.’ 

MR. SPRIGGS.—‘Is the Parliamentary 
Secretary aware that if he does not give 
firms an opportunity to show what they 
can do his Department will never be in 
a position to know whether these firms 
are fit to do the work?’ 

MR. NICHOLLS.—'I can assure Mr. 
Spriggs that any firm can get on to the 
Ministry's list of approved firms. If he 
has a firm in mind which he thinks ought 
to be on the list I shall be delighted to 
look into the matter.’ 

MRS. BARBARA CASTLE Said this problem 
had a.isen in connection with the pro- 


vision of facilities in the Palace of West- 
minster. The Stokes Committee had 
commented adversely on the fact that 
certain urgently needed improvements to 
the Library were not carried out because 
of the high level of Ministry of Works 
estimates, and the committee recom- 
mended that this work could be put out 
for competitive tendering. Could the 
Minister be asked why this had not been 
dotie? 

THE PARLIAMENTARY SECRETARY felt that 
Mrs. Castle had added to the point he 
was making. ‘ One has to be certain,’ he 
said, ‘that firms which are invited to 
tender are capable of doing the work. 
As far as this Royal Palace is concerned, 
one would invite only people who had 
the facilities, the ability and the know- 
how necessary for getting the work done. 
It is possible for any firm which has the 
facilities and which can show that it can 
do the work, to be put on the Ministry’s 
list to be invited to tender.’ 

MR. SPRIGGS then asked how many 
firms or companies received invitations to 
tender for Departmental contracts, and 
why the Department refused tenders, or 
did not allow interested firms to tender, 
in view of the specialised knowledge of 
some firms which wished to tender. 

MR. NICHOLLS.—' Four to eight con- 
tractors are normally invited to tender 
for works contracts according to the size 
of the job, selected from the Depart- 
ment’s list of approved firms. These 
arrangements are satisfactory to the 
industry generally.’ 

MR. SPRIGGS.—‘ Is not the Minister’s 
policy perhaps in danger of creating a 
monopoly or a price ring of some kind? ’ 

MR. NICHOLLS.—‘I think that if there 
were any difficulty about any firm getting 
on the approved list there would be that 
danger to both the public and the build- 
ing industry. Tendering is best covered 
by firms being asked to tender for work 
which it is known they are capable of 
doing.’ 


Other Business 

Public Library Construction 

Asked if he would introduce legisla- 
tion to implement the recommendations 
of the Roberts Committee on the public 
library service, SIR DAVID ECCLES, Minis- 
ter of Education said on February 11.— 
‘The Government accepts the need for 
legislation in this field and I hope shortly 
to begin discussions with the associations 
of local authorities on my proposals.’ 

One of the recommendations of this 
report was that to meet the need for con- 
siderable improvement in public library 
premises and for many new library build- 
ings, a higher priority should be given as 
soon as possible by the central govern- 
ment and library authorities to premises 
and equipment for public libraries. More 
and better public libraries were needed. 


£5m. for School Laboratories 

MR. ALBU asked the Minister of Educa- 
tion on February 11, what steps he was 
taking to improve the provision of science 
laboratories in grammar schools and 
secondary modern schools. 

SIR DAVID ECCLES.—‘A total of about 
£5m. will be spent in the 1960-61 and 
1961-62 major building programmes to 
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improve laboratory accommodation in 
existing schools; in addition new schools 
have the full range of science facilities. 
I regard this provision as one of the most 
important elements in the building pro- 
gramme.’ 


Tower Hill Re-development 


An all-party deputation of members of 
both Houses of Parliament saw MR. HENRY 
BROOKE, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, on Pebruary 11 to give their 
views on the Tower Hill re-development 
in the City which includes a proposal for 
a five-storey office block between All 
Hallows Church and the Tower. Mr. 
Brooke promised to consider carefully the 
views expressed. 

A rebuilding scheme, announced last 
November (illustrated in ‘ The Builder ’ of 
December 4) has been passed by the LCC 
and the Court of Common Council, after 
some amendment to meet the views of the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. 


Euston Station Controversy 

While three other Labour MPs have 
added their names to that of MR. WYATT 
to the motion in the House of Commons 
about Euston Station reconstruction, six 
other Labour members have tabled an 
amendment to delete the substance of 
Mr. Wyatt’s complaint and make the 
motion read that the House ‘ congratu- 
lates the British Transport Commission 
on their modernisation proposals for 
Euston Station.’ 


Covent Garden Market Scheme 

MR. JOHN HARE, Minister of Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Food, confirmed on Feb- 
ruary 18 that legislation for the setting 
up of a statutory authority to run Covent 
Garden Market was being prepared, but 
he was unable to say when it would be 
introduced. He indicated that the LCC 
were still negotiating for a site at the 
junction of Old-street and City-road, to 
be used as an annexe. 

He added: ‘I know that the LCC are 
anxious to bring these negotiations to a 
conclusion as quickly as possible as they 
have a genuine interest in the matter 
because of the continuing fire risk which 
affects their responsibility as far as 
Covent Garden is concerned.’ He also 
said he had received deputations from 
Finsbury and Shoreditch and listened to 
representations, but he thought that with- 
out the annexe no progress could be made 
to improve conditions at Covent Garden. 


Experimental Farm 
Buildings 


CLA’s Views on Design 

THE COUNTRY LANDOWNERS’ ASSOCIATION 
has issued a statement on the Govern- 
ment’s decision (reported on page 413) 
to make grants available for approved 
experimental farm buildings put up by 
private enterprise. In the Association's 
view, experimental buildings should be 
designed with the following factors in 
mind: 

1. Obtaining the best possible environ- 
ment for livestock and poultry at an 
economic cost of production. 

2. Incorporating the findings of work 
study as applied to building layout. 

3. Making use of new mechanical and 
labour-saving devices in internal fittings. 





Building Wage Increases 
A Challenge to the Industry 


MR. D. E. WOODBINE PARISH, FIOB, president 
of the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, told members of the 
Council of the LMBA on February 18 
that it was the duty of every builder 
constantly to examine his organisation 
and his methods of working so that they 
as an industry could keep inflation at 
bay. He was speaking about the opera- 
tives’ wage claim which was recommended 
for acceptance on February 12. 

Mr. Woodbine Parish referred to the 
wage negotiations recently undertaken by 
the civil engineers which resulted in a 
reduction in working hours in the winter 
without loss of pay, and a new agreement 
on overtime rates. The working hours 
agreement meant in fact that civil 
engineering operatives would receive an 
increase in their wage packets of 14d. 
an hour. The financial implication of the 
overtime agreement would depend on 
how much overtime they worked. 

‘It must be said straight away,’ he 
continued, ‘that, contrary to the belief 
expressed in many quarters, at no time 
has there been closer liaison between the 


NFBTE and the FCEC. We were kept 
fully informed of the intentions of the 
FCEC and we were given every oppor- 
tunity of expressing our views. Liaison, 
however, does not necessarily mean 
agreement and in the event we were un- 
able to dissuade our civil engineering 
friends from taking the course they did. 
It was inevitable that the decision 
reached by them should have some 
influence upon our own negotiations, and 
indeed this proved to be the case. 

‘In our National Joint Council nego- 
tiations it was made quite clear by the 
operatives that to have different wage 
rates on building and civil engineering 
work among men who were _inter- 
changeable would not only result in con- 
siderable difficulties but could strain and 
damage our good industrial relations with 
them. Your representatives felt that there 
was much in their arguments, and they 
were also persuaded that the time had 
come when a greater value should be 
placed on craft skill. The settlement 
therefore of 14d. an hour for labourers 
and 24d. for craftsmen can be considered

to London a unique centre for the display 
of decorative materials par excellence.

It reflects 
the trends and tastes for which the de- 
signer has to cater and stimulates his 
ideas without necessarily providing the 
solution. Two of the most outstanding 
and controversial British artists of the 
last fifty years are represented by a piece 
of statuary by the late Sir Jacob Epstein 
and a startling stained glass window by 
John Piper. 

Although the House of Sanderson pro- 
vides a full range of machines, equipment 
and tools for every kind of decorative 
work, they are best known for their wide 
variety of wallpapers and fabrics.

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as a logical and fair agreement. The 
fact that these decisions should not come 
into force until April 18 also shows a 
good understanding on both sides.

If we as a nation are unable 
to offset increased earnings by increased 
productivity, then we have nothing else 
to look forward to other than progressive 
inflation. Do not accept this wage settle- 
ment in any way other than as a 
challenge, a challenge to keep our costs 
steady. As the greatest single industry 
in the country we have responsibilities 
commensurate with our greatness.’ 


Objections to 
Multi-Coloured Roof 
Investigation Thwarted by Snow 


RESIDENTS in the neighbourhood of a new 
house in Wonford Close, Walton-on-the- 
Hill, lodged an objection to the multi- 
coloured roof constructed by the builders. 
Permission had been given by Banstead 
Council’s town planning committee for 
brown glazed tiles to be fitted to the roof, 
and when the complaint was received, the 
planning committee chairman, Cllr. W. G. 
Plant, went along to investigate but could 
not see the roof for snow. 

At the last meeting of the council, a 
question on the colour of the tiles was 
raised and councillors learned that the 
architect was to be informed that the 
colour should be in accordance with the 
approved plan. 

The architect has apologised for the 
difference and told the council that he 
thought a mixture of colours would 
relieve the monotony of the roof. The 
matter is still being considered by the 
planning committee. 


Housing in Monmouth 
Councillor Complains of High Price 


* BECAUSE OF THE AMOUNT OF work which 
building contractors have, they are now 
dictating terms.’ This statement was 
made by COUNCILLOR FRANK EDWARDS, 
who was speaking at a meeting of Aber- 
carn council's finance committee where 
tenders for the building of a further 152 
houses at Trinant were being considered. 

Councillor Edwards went on to say that 
even if the lowest tender was accepted, 
the rents would be over £2 a week, and 
he said that in his opinion the committee 
was being taken for a ride by the con- 
tractors.

BENJAMIN, said that the figures were 
comparable with previous tenders if all 
factors such as recent wage increases, the 
steepness of the present site and an extra 
external building, were taken into con- 
sideration. 

The committee decided to defer accep- 
tance of the tenders for the present until 
the matter has been more fully investi- 
gated.

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Reducing Fire Waste in Buildings 


Some Recent Developments 


IN A NORMAL year there are about 120,000 
outbreaks of fire and although the pro- 
portion has decreased, roughly half of 
these are in buildings. In addition an 
average of 700 people lose their lives and 
125,000 are injured each year. MR. D. I. 
LAWSON, MSC, MIEE, FINST.P, quoted these 
figures to emphasise the need for wise 
expenditure on fire protection. He was 
giving a talk on ‘ Recent Developments in 
Reducing Fire Waste’ at the Insurance 
Institute of London on February 1. Mr. 
Lawson continued : 

When we think of fire waste we think 
of burned out factories and houses to the 
extent of about £25m. per annum. To 
this must be added the loss due to the 
interruption of production until the 
people thrown out of work can be re- 
absorbed into the industrial pattern. We 
must consider in addition the cost of 
maintaining fire brigades and of providing 
adequate fire protection in the buildings 
and in this way the total investment in 
fire comes to probably somewhere be- 
tween £50m. and £100m. per annum: part 
of this is direct loss, the other part is a 
voluntary payment either towards pro- 
viding an efficient fire service or by pro- 
viding safe standards of construction, to 
keep the direct loss as low as possible. 
There are therefore two approaches to 
reducing fire waste, one by dealing with 
the problem of fire loss and the other of 
seeing that the expenditure on fire pro- 
tection is wise. 

There are about 120,000 fires a year 
and roughly half of these are in buildings, 
although in recent years the proportion of 
fires in buildings seems to have decreased. 

The increasing use of electricity has 
meant an increase in fires from electrical 
causes. These appear to be largely asso- 
ciated with electrical apparatus rather 
than with fixed installations such as wire 
switchgear and cabling. The popularity 
of oil-burning portable appliances has in- 
creased rapidly during recent years. Quite 
apart from the possible dangers due to 
draughts, fires are caused by overfilling, 
overturning and overheating. 


A Vintage Year for Fire 


The year 1959 will long be remembered 
as a vintage year for fire. The figures for 
the number of attendances made by the 
brigades are not yet complete, but the 
most recent estimate from the Joint Fire 
Research Organisation suggests that they 
will exceed 200,000, as compared with a 
normal year of 120,000. The losses due 
to fires have increased also and this would 
lead to the suspicion that a dry period 
such as has been experienced may lead to 
an increased number of outbreaks inside 
buildings as well as outside. If it were 
possible to relate the number of out- 
breaks of building fires to the climate pre- 
vailing at the time, then from the weather 
forecast it should be possible to broadcast 
a warning to the public when a time of 
extreme fire danger was approaching. 

While it is important to reduce as far 
as possible the causes of fire, it is also 


very important to ensure that fires shall 
not spread rapidly throughout a building. 
Experiments with fires in rooms indicate 
that the wall linings have a large effect on 
fire spread. This has led to a large num- 
ber of tests being carried out on wall 
lining materials. The results of these 
tests have been published recently by HM 
Stationery Office in a booklet, ‘ Flame 
Retardant Building Materials.’ Quite 
recently a number of serious fires in fac- 
tories has focused attention on the prob- 
lem of fire spread in industrial buildings. 
These together with the provision of the 
Factories Thermal Insulation Bill have 
led to an experimental programme to de- 
termine the contribution of wall linings 
in large buildings. 


Use of Models 


From experiments using models we are 
beginning to learn how great a part win- 
dow openings and quantity of fuel play 
in determining fire conditions and before 
long it should be possible to design struc- 
tures in relation to the fire conditions 
that are likely to occur in their use. This 
is such an encouraging field of research 
that other countries (USA, Canada, Italy, 
Holland and Germany) have agreed to 
join us in a co-operative effort to under- 
stand how building design influences fire 
severity. From this work it will be pos- 
sible also to say how much heat is radi- 
ated from building fires and this in turn 
will give a definite indication as to how 
far buildings should be separated. In fact, 
experiments of this kind have already en- 
abled recommendations to be made for 
the Scottish Building Regulations. 

Modern buildings are constructed so 
that if a fire occurs in one part it is con- 
fined to the compartment in which it 
starts. This means that walls, partitions 
columns and floors must be subjected to 
the conditions of a fire and their per- 
formance examined. Prestressed con- 
crete constructions have grown in impor- 
tance in recent years and a research pro- 
gramme has shown how this new material 
may be used safely in buildings. Perhaps 
the best illustration of our confidence in 
the results we have obtained is that it has 
been used for our own Models Laboratory 
in which we carry out quite large fire 
experiments. 

We are currently engaged on a pro- 
gramme of work on the fire resistance of 
hollow bricks, as these would effect con 
siderable economy in buildings if they 
were generally adopted. 

The classification of roofs has proved 
an embarrassment in this country for 
many years. A roof is required among 
other things to prevent the entry of fire 
into a building. Clearly it must not spread 
flame over its surface rapidly or it will 
become a hazard to other buildings. This 
has been met in the past by calling for 
incombustible constructions, though some 
exceptions to this have been allowed. By 
subjecting a large number of different 
roof constructions to the radiated heat 
which might be experienced if a neigh- 
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bouring building were on fire, it has been 
possible to devise a roof test, a descrip- 
tion of which will be found in BS 476 
part 3. In this way it is now possible to 
provide a rational system of grading roof 
constructions both according to the 
hazard of penetration and of spreading 
fire across the exterior surface. 

When there is a departure from tradi- 
tional standards to new methods of con- 
Struction without due regard to fire pre- 
cautions the incidence of fire is likely to 
increase. In one type of post-war house 
the rate of fires attended by the fire 
brigades amounted to 43.8 fires per 
10,000 houses at risk per annum and that 
in more than one-half of these the fire 
had spread beyond the room of origin. 
The walls and ceilings of these houses 
were constructed with a fibre insulation 
board which allowed a fire completely to 
envelop a room within 5 minutes. From 
the results of experiments at the Joint 
Fire Research Organisation the interior 
surfaces of these houses were covered 
with an incombustible board which would 
allow 20 minutes before a fire had com- 
pletely involved one room. After this 
had been done the rate of attendance by 


the fire brigades fell to 2 per cent of the 
former figure.

A FURTHER CONFERENCE on methods of 
control of building costs at the design 
Stage is to be held at Nottingham Univer- 
sity from Friday, March 25, until Sunday, 
March 27. The conference, which is 
sponsored by the Cost Research Liaison 
Committee of the RIBA and the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors, will 
be on the same lines as those already held 
at Great Missenden, Bristol, York and 
Manchester.

The conference fee is 
8 gns. inclusive of accommodation. 


South Bank Pedestrian Ways 


As a step to the proposed system of 
overhead pedestrian circulation linking all 
the new buildings on the South Bank, the 
LCC’s General Purposes Committee has 
recommended the employment of engin- 
eering consultants to prepare schemes 
and estimates for three pedestrian bridges, 
one linking the Waterloo Station con- 
course with the new Shell building and 
the other two over Belvedere-road. The 
consultant’s fees are estimated to cost 
£4,300.

Midiand Federation 
Call for Trained Personnel 


‘WHEREAS IN THE PAST a number of 
enlightened employers have understood 
the vital question of training their staff 
in the best practice and technique, there 
have been a number who have only paid 
lip service to the need for technical edu- 
cation and industrial training.’

Direct Labour Inquiry 


MIDLAND builders have been asked to tell 
their Federation of any evidence of excess 
costs in work undertaken by direct 
labour departments of local authorities, 
it is stated in the Federation’s report. 

The report states that the problem of 
direct labour in building is of paramount 
importance to the membership of the 
trade and the Federation is ‘ keeping the 
question under constant review and 
taking all possible action.’ 

‘Unfortunately,’ the report continues,

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Social Changes in the Countryside 
Objects of Planning Policy Defined 


A PAPER On ‘Planning in Relation to 
Social Changes in the Countryside’ was 
given by MR. VICTOR BONHAM-CARTER at a 
meeting of the Town Planning Institute 
held in London on February 3. After 
discussing the various aspects of his sub- 
ject Mr. Bonham-Carter summed up his 
conclusions as follows: 

What then is the object of planning in 
relation to social changes in the country- 
side, and what are some of the means by 
which this object may be achieved? By 
planning, I refer not only to the County 
Planning Office, but to all authorities who 
exercise development powers of one kind 
or another in the countryside. 

The object, I would say, is simply to 
preserve and strengthen the rural com- 
munity, for its survival as an effective 
social unit, so that it can: 

(a) Service the land, which provides 
the nation with an important part of its 
food, timber and other raw materials. 

(b) Help preserve the national heritage 
of natural beauty and resources, and of 
certain traditions and qualities inherent 
in country life, especially those of 
intimacy and self-help. 

(c) Live and work in the manner and 
environment to which it has been accus- 
tomed, and to which it has a right. At 
present, I believe, about one-seventh of 
our population is regarded as rural. I 
would say that that is the least we can 
regard as representing a _ reasonable 
balance between town and country in 
terms of population. I would also add 
that we should do everything to retain 
at least 30 million acres of cultivable land, 
for economic, strategic and other reasons, 
not to mention hill and moorland and 
rough grazings. 


Practical Suggestions 

Here are some of the suggested means: 

(a) Husband land and reclaim it 
wherever possible from misuse in the 
past, whatever the cost. 

(b) Encourage the introduction of small 
units of: industry to country towns and 
large villages, in order to provide an 
alternative to employment on the land, 
and thus regain a balanced economy. 
Owing to the mechanisation of agricul- 
ture, we cannot expect more than one- 
third (on average) of the working popula- 
tion of the countryside to be so employed. 
I think employment should be found in 
small manufacturing and service industry 
for a further one-third, located within 5 
miles of a country town or key village. 
Two-thirds actively employed on the spot 
in this way will provide, I suggest, the 
foundation of social stability. I do not 
think it should be less. 

(c) Delegate local government powers 
from the County Council to County Area 
Councils and Parish Councils, in order to 
engender a sense of executive 
responsibility. 

(d) Retain Primary and Secondary 
Schools as essential village institutions, 
consistent with sound education, and en- 
courage the idea that they should form 
part of village Centres—places which pro- 
vide the accommodation and facilities 


for all the social, educational and allied 
activities in that area. This is economic 
in terms of money and effort, and would, 
I believe, help powerfully to engender a 
sense of civic or village pride and aware 
ness. 

{e) Assist village institutions to survive 
by reasonable grants towards capital out- 
lay and maintenance, at any rate until the 
village has regained its economic stability, 
and can shoulder its burdens unaided. 

(f) Likewise encourage the provision of 
facilities, such as electricity, water and 
sewerage——subsidies will be inevitable for 
some time to come—-so that the standard 
of life in country and town are at least 
comparable, if never equal. 

In general, therefore—-deliberately to 
pursue a policy of concentration of social 
and economic resources in country towns 
and larger villages, and never to allow 
adventitious developments to call the 
tune, as has so often happened in the 
past. 

And my final word, you must plan 
economically for a social purpose. With- 
out a balanced economy, the village will 
be unable to survive as a social unit. 


Discussion 
MR. R. W. DALE, AMIMUN.E, county plan- 
ing officer for Somerset, proposing a vote 
of thanks said that with the increasing

amount of leisure arising from industrial 
mechanisation and automation, he 
thought people would choose the country 
instead of the town to live in and there 
would arise a new form of country life not 
linked with agriculture. In regard to the 
powers of the parish he believed it should 
have more effective work to do but he 
was a little hesitant about village develop- 
ment plans. If they were an urban dis- 
trict they would plan to become a county 
borough. Every parish left to itself would 
plan to become an urban district. 

MR. G. BROOKE TAYLOR, public relations 
officer, Hemel Hempstead Development 
Corporation, who seconded the vote of 
thanks, spoke of the importance of trans- 
port and the increasing part it was playing 
in the daily lives of country folk. This 
situation raised the question of whether 
rural England as they knew it, could sur- 
vive at all. The suggestion that industry 
should be encouraged to the larger vil- 
lages to aid local employment would 
mean that the attitude of the villagers 
would have to be more inclined to indus- 
trial work. 

MR. ERIC BELLINGHAM felt there was 
great scope for big motor manufacturing 
concerns to establish sub-assembly plants 
to give employment in rural areas. 

MR. J. C. CRAIG, ARICS, made the point 
that they were in for an age of material 
progress, and there was going to be more 
and more of it. This meant that the 
general character of the countryside would 
inevitably change.

Town Planning Decisions 


‘A Tall Block would Injuriously Affect Rural 
Atmosphere’ 


A SCHEME for the construction of an 11- 
storey block of 100 flats on the Queen’s- 
road Estate, near Richmond Hill, Surrey, 
has been rejected by the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government following 
a public inquiry into an appeal by Mr. 
R. J. Wood, ARIBA, on behalf of Russells 
(Tulse Hill) Ltd. 

The appeal site, which comprises 
approximately 24 acres of land, lies at the 
southern end of Queen’s-road, on the 
eastern side, and backs on to Richmond 
Park. For the appellants, it was stated 
that in the overall scheme prepared by 
Messrs. Dawbarn and McDonald for the 
development of the whole of the Queen’s- 
road Estate, a tower block had been 
shown at the southern end of the estate 
near the site of the proposed 1l1-storey 
block of flats. The Royal Fine Art Com- 
mission had objected to this and indicated 
that a building of reduced height, with a 
larger superficial area, would be more 
appropriate. 


Second Proposal Submitted 

The scheme which was the subject of 
the present appeal was the second pro- 
posal submitted to meet the council’s 
requirements for residential development 
at about 88 persons per acre to fit in with 
an overall scheme. There had been con- 
stant discussions over many months with 
Richmond Borough Council; all working 
drawings had been produced and thou- 
sands of pounds had been spent in pre- 
paring the tender. 

The proposed block, set obliquely to 
the park and away from Queen’s-road, 
would be 260 ft. long, 94 ft. to the wall- 
head and 100 ft. over the roof erections. 
The block would have no adverse effect 
architecturally on surrounding buildings: 
no windows would overlook adjoining 
properties, except obliquely; and it would 
be shielded from a very large area of the 
park by a 60-ft. wide belt of deciduous 
trees. 

If two six-storey blocks were to be 
built on the site it would involve cutting 
down more trees and building nearer 
Queen’s-road. It would also mean a 
greater coverage of the site and more 
cost to the developer. The single block 
proposed offered a better architectural 
solution owing to the levels of the land, 
and was cheaper. Building across the 
contours was not a good solution. 


MoW’s Objection 

The proposal, said the appellants, was 
supported by Richmond Borough Coun- 
cil, and the Royal Fine Art Commission 
had no objection. The Ministry of Works 
considered that the height and bulk of 
the building should be reduced owing to 
its nearness to and effect on Richmond 
Park, but they had not given any facts to 
support their objection. They had not 
objected to eight or nine-storey blocks 
reaching a height of 80 ft. on the same 
site. 

On behalf of the Richmond Borough 
Council, as trustees of the land, it was 
stated that in order to obtain the best 


possible development of the Queen’s-road 
Estate the technical experience of Messrs. 
Dawbarn and McDonald had been ob- 
tained. The public and Press had been 
fully informed at every stage, and no 
criticism had been made of the Dawbarn/ 
McDonald report or of the model and 
perspective drawing. It had been decided 
that development of the appeal site 
should be in accordance with the views 
ot the Royal Fine Art Commission and 
that the rest of the overall plan should 
be adopted for the remainder of the 
estate. The properties in Chisholm and 
Cambrian-roads could remain for per- 
haps 20 years. 

The Queen’s-road Estate was held in 
trust for charitable purposes and the in- 
come used fur the general relief of rates. 
There might, therefore, have been some 
criticism if the highest tender, that sub- 
mitted by the appellants’ clients, had not 
been accepted. The scheme under in- 
quiry would give an excellent start to 
the development of the estate, and it 
fitted in with the Dawbarn/MecDonald 
report. The Ministry of Works’ alarm 
was unjustified, since the proposed build- 
ing was only half the height suggested in 
the report. 


Financial Considerations 


For the local planning authority (the 
Surrey CC) it was pointed out that as 
trustees for the parish it was the duty 
of the Borough Council to obtain the 
best price for the land. The Surrey CC’s 
objection was for those in nearby houses 
and for the users of Richmond Park, 
which would be adversely affected by the 
proposed block. 

It was their opinion that it should not 
be allowed. 

The Royal Fine Art Commission had 
previously made clear their dislike of the 
1}-storey Roehampton blocks and later 
had objected to any tall block on the 
appeal site. Their approval of the pro- 
posed building was therefore difficult to 
understand. The flats would have a 
longer life than the trees, and the screen 
which the latter provided would be avail- 
able only for a limited time. A better 
solution might be a block across the con- 
tours, say, six storeys at one end and 
seven at the other. 

In his report to the Minister, the 
Inspector said that the most important 
point, in his view, was that the bulk of 
the proposed block would be oppressive 
ia relation to Queen's-road and the de- 
velopment in Chisholm-road which was 
to be retained. In his opinion it was 
essential that the development of the 
appeal site should be properly related in 
siting, shape, architectural treatment and 
density to the development of the 
Queen’s-road Estate as a whole, and 
therefore development on any part of the 
estate should be deferred until an overall 
scheme had been agreed. He therefore 
recommended that the appeal be dis- 
missed. 

The Minister noted. in the course of 
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his decision, that the proposed block 
would be visible from some points in 
Richmond Park, more particularly in 
winter, and he thinks that it would be 
bound to affect injuriously its rural 
atmosphere. The Minister agreed with 
the Inspector but thought that any de- 
velopment of the appeal site should be 
substantially lower than 11 storeys, and 
should not include a tall ‘ point block.’ 
For these reasons he dismissed the appeal, 
without prejudice to the submission of 
revised plans. 

The Minister agreed with the Inspector 
that the development of the appeal site 
should be properly related to the plan 
for the area as a whole. He suggested 
that this should now be discussed with 
the local planning authority, and that a 
revised scheme for the appeal site should 
be drawn up in accordance with an 
agreed plan for the whole area. In view 
ot the importance of the site and the 
widespread public interest, he asked to 
be informed about this plan, when agreed 
on, before any planning decisions were 
taken. 


Residential Development 
and the Quinquennia/ 
Review 


THE MINISTER of Housing and Local 
Government has partially allowed an 
appeal by R. J. Clarke (Builders), Ltd., 
the prospective purchasers of the land, 
against the refusal of the planning 
authority to permit the residential 
development of three parcels of land 
extending to 1.64 acres in Braemar- 
avenue, Sanderstead. The appellants pro- 
posed to erect three pairs of semi- 
detached and four detached houses on 
the land, which runs parallel to the rail- 
way and has been used as allotments in 
recent years. 

The County Council had refused per- 
mission on the grounds that the land was 
too narrow and uneven to be suitable for 
building purposes and also because it was 
scheduled for railway use, but at the 
inquiry which was held into the appeal 
it was stated that British Railways no 
longer had any use for the land. 

In his report to the Minister, the 
Inspector expresses the view that the 
southerly parcel is unsuitable for houses 
owing to lack of depth, but that the two 
northerly ones would provide plots of 
adequate size which could be easily 
screened. The appellants’ proposal, how- 
ever, necessitated an amendment to the 
Development Plan which, although small, 
affected a focal point of West Sander- 
stead, and he therefore considered that 
a decision regarding the future use of the 
appeal site should not be decided now, 
merely as the result of a planning appli- 
cation, but should await the quinquennial 
review of the Development Plan. 

The Minister states that he agrees with 
the Inspector in respect of the southerly 
parcel, but in giving permission for the 
erection of three pairs of semi-detached 
houses on the two northerly of the three 
parcels of land, he says that such a 
development would involve only a minor 
departure from the provisions of the Plan 
and that a decision need not therefore 
be postponed.

Building Techniques 


A Review of the Industry's Response to Challenge 


Addressing the fourth meeting of the 1959/60 session of the Chartered 
Auctioneers’ & Estate Agents’ Institute at 29 Lincolns Inn Fields, WC2, on 
February 4, Mr. R. W. Wates, JP, said that the salient features of the building 
industry’s progress in the last fifteen years were first, the increase in the skill 
of management; second, the closer interplay that is emerging between design 
and construction; and third, the enormous improvement that has been made 
in builders’ plant. Extracts from his paper are given below. 


IN OUR DENSELY populated country, with 
its extremely limited land resources, it 
is unnecessary to stress that we must 
always exercise the highest possible skill 
and. imagination in all land development. 
For, on the one hand, we need to con- 
serve the amenity of our countryside and, 
on the other, we need to provide for the 
increasing facilities required by com- 
merce, industry and housing in an age 
of increasing world competition and 
rocketing technology. There can be no 
doubt about the responsibility that rests 
on all of us in ensuring that all develop- 
ment is put to its best use; in addition, 
however, the building industry and the 
professions associated with it also bear 
the economic responsibility of ensuring 
that as much real value and usefulness 
as possible is given. 

Progress in the last fifteen years has 
been continuous and over a broad front, 
but I would say without hesitation that 
the increase in the skill of management 
has been the most outstanding aspect of 
post-war development. The growth of 
management skill finds its focal point

in pre-planning, which in itself is nothing 
new, but the thoroughness and intensity 
with which we now pre-plan building 
operations during the pre-construction 
stage has almost given the word a new 
meaning. 


Tools of Management 

The programme and progress charts 
which now adorn our site office walls 
have grown up from being devices 
designed to confuse site visitors and are 
now tools of management as vital as the 
trowel to the bricklayer. They symbolise 
the universal acceptance of the truth that 
complex operations cannot be executed 
economically without thorough pre-plan- 
ning. 

The task is carried out by a team which 
consists of the general manager, the area 
manager who will be responsible for the 
management of the job from the head 
office standpoint, the estimators who, 
having prepared the estimate for the job, 
have the most detailed knowledge of it 
up to that time, the chief engineer, the 
plant manager who will know what is 
available from our resources and from 
manufacturers if special equipment is re- 
quired and the site agent or general fore- 
man, who will be responsible for the day- 
to-day running of the job. The last- 


named is a most important member of 
the team, for during the pre-planning 
period he will be able to visualise the 
problems presented by the job and 
eliminate them wherever possible. 

The team’s objective is ‘to assess the 
present stage of design and in the light 
of this assessment to decide upon the 
methods that will be employed. Then, 
having settled upon the building method, 
to work out a detailed programme show- 
ing each stage of the building right 
through from excavation to handover 
and, from this programme, to make sure 
that drawings, materials, equipment, 
plant and men will flow smoothly on to 
the site in accordance with this precon 
ceived programme. 

When this team has finished its work. 
they will know, so far as the drawings 
permit, exactly in what way they will 
construct the building and to what degree 
the work can be mechanised. This 
implies that they will know what 
machinery and equipment will be re- 
quired, what labour forces will be neces- 
sary and the number of man-hours that 
will be consumed in each operation. They 
will have advised the architect and 
engineer of the dates by which the 
various detailed drawings will be required 
and when the contracts must be placed 
for the specialist sub-contractor items 
that are beyond the builder's direct 
control. 

All this pre-planning is aimed at secur- 
ing the utmost economy once the build- 
ing work starts and in ensuring that the 
maximum speed of construction is 
achieved from start to finish with the 
lowest possible labour force. This objec-

tive is only possible if the right materials 
coincide with the right labour and the 
right plant at the right time. 

The selection of building techniques 
for each job, the problems of plant selec- 
tion, the control of an ever-growing team 
of specialist sub-contractors and the 
management of faster and faster building 
jobs all demand a team of skilled, highly 
imaginative, intelligent and flexible tech- 
nicians. It has often been difficult to 
meet these demands, but I am glad to 
say that the post-war years have seen 
the introduction of many new training 
schemes by the technical colleges, trade 
associations and other bodies. The 
various courses are annually growing in 
number and popularity. They have 
supplemented our own internal training 
programmes and have been of enormous 
benefit. It takes eight or ten years for 
the fruits of a management training pro- 
gramme to be reaped and with the 
perpetual need for increasing skill, whilst 
I cannot say that we are over the hump, 
I can at least say that the future is 
brighter than ever. 

It is one of the peculiar features of 
the building industry that, more often 
than not, the design of a project is com- 
pleted without reference to the builder. 
As a consequence, in too many cases, he 
has little or no opportunity of making 
any suggestions about such matters as 
methods of construction, planning, cost 
control or the appointment of specialist 
sub-contractors, although his experience 
in these matters may be invaluable. 

As things are, with much of our work 
obtained by competitive tender on a bill 
of quantities system, at the time of the 
acceptance of our tender we often have 
only a sketchy idea of the buildings we 
have committed ourselves to construct. 
When we remember that planning, which 
includes such fundamentals as the selec- 
tion of plant and, in the case of tall build- 
ings, lifting plant in particular, it is clear 
that this situation produces many diffi- 
culties. With design and construction 
handled separately, it is often too late 
at the time of the placing of the contract, 
to integrate the two sufficiently well to 
secure the maximum building economy. 


A simple example of this arises in those 
cases where a tower crane is to be 
employed. If once it is decided to lift 
something, to reduce time and cost, it 
obviously pays to lift the largest sized 
component that is possible within the 
capacity of the crane. In turn this 
demands careful integration of pre-cast 
concrete into the design. This is par- 
ticularly important today when  re- 
inforced concrete has largely superseded 
structural steel on grounds of economy 
and speed. The earliest collaboration, 
therefore, between designer and builder 
can often save the owner a great deal of 
money. 


Designer/Constructor Collaboration 


Undoubtedly there is room for much 
progress in designer/constructor  col- 
laboration. Many people on all sides of 
the industry are coming to realise that 
there are costly shortcomings in our 
present practice of splendid isolation. 
Much thought is being given to the prob- 
lem and recent years have produced an 
increasing number of examples where the 
building owner has obtained all the 
benefits of competition between firms of 
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Construction techniques used on the Brandon Estate, 
SE17, included bracket scaffolding, a tower crane and a 
climbing crane which is shown in the centre of the middle

equal ability and at the same time has 
secured the advantages of complete con- 
tractor collaboration from the design 
stage through to completion. 

Enormous progress has been made in 
the improvement of builders’ plant, but 
by far the most striking has been in the 
sphere of materials handling. Un- 
doubtedly the greatest and most 
dramatic advance has been in the intro- 
duction of the tower crane—a_ tool 
which, by its domination of the London 
skyline, is becoming very familiar to the 
general public. 

Perhaps I could best sum it all up by 
quoting from my own experience of the 
trend of costs of multi-storey flats. In 
the past five years building materials and 
building labour have advanced in cost by 
something over twenty per cent. Despite 
this advance in the index, in actual fact 
the cost per foot super of the flats we 
are building today is within a few pence 
of the cost of five years ago. It can be 
said, therefore, that the influence of 
higher management skill and the better 
understanding of the inter-play between 
construction and design have resulted in 
substantial cost reduction.

IN BUILDING between architect, consulting structural engineers 
‘a and the Bison organisation and the use of single and 
double H-frame construction, spine beams and 
spine columns. 
The main block is 180ft. long and 40ft. wide, with 
fair-faced round-nosed exposed mullions at 4ft. 
centres. Constructional stiffness is provided by 
means of the two end walls and the precast lift and 
Staircase wells. Each suspended floor acts as a 
horizontal wind girder, construction consisting of 
3ft. 6in. wide Bison hollow prestressed units with 
6in. wide insitu concrete joints between, these being 
aligned with the mullions. Stirrups, projecting from 
the precast floor slabs, transmit the horizontal 
wind shear. Horizontal steel is used to tie the H- 
frames together and also to tie them into the 
insitu joints. 
The mullions are integral with the H-frame, thus 
avoiding the use of artificial mullions. One result of 
the architect-engineer co-operation was establish- 
ment of practicable mullion shapes and tolerances, 
these being designed exactly to produce the desired 
architectural features 
By using a slightly tapered, instead of square 
mullion nose, it became possible to employ 
permanent steel moulds during precasting. This 
development rendered possible exact repetition of 
every H-frame and gave an almost perfect line 
through the 6-storey elevation of each mullion. 
Two moulds were found to be necessary for pro- 
duction of the 120 H-frames employed in con- 
struction, thereby enabling unit costs to be vastly 
reduced. 
Almost complete absence of scaffolding for the east 
and west elevations was another factor in low 
overall cost, as was efficient progress and erection 
organisation which resulted in erection of precast 
units on the day of delivery

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THE ‘ SE-puCcT ’ developed by the South Eastern Gas 
Board is basically a vertical shaft running through 
a building, open at top and bottom, to which sealed 
combustion chamber gas appliances can be fitted. 
The system is designed specifically for water heat- 
ing and space heating appliances in multi-storey 
dwellings, and the first installation was completed 
recently in Edmund’s Tower, Harlow, for the 
Harlow Development Corporation. The duct and 
appliances function independently of the ventila- 
tion of rooms and the building as a whole. Among 
the advantages afforded by the system, are 
economy, flexibility, and the control of running 
costs by each individual tenant. In the Edmund’s 
Tower scheme, a 12-storey block containing 46 
flats, the appliances are an Ascot 727 multipoint 
which provides hot water to the bath, lavatory 
basin, and sink, and a Sugg Halcyon selective air 
heater. Damper control allows full heating for one 
room, or background heating for the whole dwel- 
ling. Average runnings costs for heating and hot 
water are lls. to 12s. a week per flat. The total 
value of the appliances fitted on the ‘ Se-Duct’ is 
about £5,000, and the block is carcassed for cooker, 
wash boiler and gas refrigerator connections. 
The duct is built up from precast refractory con- 
crete units, manufactured by True Flue Ltd. The 
size of the duct is related to the number and type 
of appliances fitted to it. There are three stan- 
dard size units manufactured which cater for most 
requirements in blocks of flats up to 16 storeys.

ALTHOUGH WILLIAM HEAD was now getting 
a stream of facts, it was only making his 
estimating more accurate, and was not to 
any extent speeding up his work. 

For a week, William’s work was 
studied. He followed the pattern common 
to many estimators. With a pile of scrap- 
paper he methodically worked out a price 
for each item, for which he had full 
information. He also: made a note of 
what he wanted to sub-contract or to 
get a quotation for material. Whenever 
he was tired of doing figures, he wrote 
out his inquiries. 
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At the end of four days, he had com- 
pleted everything possible, but there were 
a shocking number of gaps which pre- 
vented any further work. Material 
prices would start to arrive in about 
seven days, and sub-contractors a little 
later, but until most were received and 
a comparison made, little could be done. 
The tender had to be in by the Tuesday 
of the third week. Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday morning of the second week 
was a mad rush, and what remained 
William took home for the week-end. 
On Monday morning it was complete,

merely wanting to be added up. Un- 
fortunately, the comptometer operator 
wanted to get on with her wages cal- 
culations. A bit of overtime and the 
finished job ready for Albert Head’s in- 
spection at 10.30 a.m. Tuesday. Albert 
thought it was a bit high—‘cut the 
prelims a bit and knock 6d. a yard off 
the excavation and we should be OK.’ 
The alterations were made, and by using 
a fast car the tender was in by 11.45 
a.m. William explained that this was not 
normal, very often they got it in the day 
before, or were able to post it to arrive 
first thing on the day stipulated. 

Whilst William had been busy with his 
figures, an examination of his previous 
tender lists was made. It appeared that 
normally only 1 in 10 tenders stipulated 
a priced bill with the original tender. At 
odd periods this figure rose to 3 in 10, 
due to quoting for the local council. Was 
this the key to the whole question? 

If it had been put to William like this, 
it would have received the terse answer 
which most apparently silly questions 
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get, but by leading him along a logical 
path, his answers not only arrived at the 
solution but also convinced him that the 
system would work. After all, they were 
his answers! 

He had been asked to 
what? Doing a job. 
consist of? 
joinery, etc. 
looking at it? 
finally—-yes, 
transport, 
many ol 


quote—for 
What did that job 

Excavation, brickwork, 
Was there any other way of 

A lot of thought here and 
labour, materials, plant, 

overheads and profit. How 
these were variable? After a 
couple of false starts, only one—profit. 
Could we therefore work up what would, 
in fact, be a bill for each? Yes, but it 
would be five times as much work. How 
did he now get his price? Worked it 
out on scrap-paper. But how? Well he 
worked out the unit labour cost (or got 
what he could from his new Work Value 
cards), added the cost of materials, plant, 
etc., and got the unit rate. Would it be 
possible not to add them together on the 
scrap-paper, but enter them separately 
on a sheet of paper, or on the back of 
the previous page of the bill? 

Yes, he often did that with particular 
items he wanted to remember. What did 
he include for overheads? A percentage 
of his own labour cost. Therefore if he 
had the total cost of his own labour, 
would he be able to complete his over- 
head column? Yes. Had his calculating 
machine got a storage register? Yes. 
Basically these answers were the solu- 
tion of his problems. 90 per cent of his 
work could be done at the time he 
received the tender. 

So William worked out a drill. On the 
first day, he would extract quantities and 
details of materials for which he required 
prices. These would be given to the 
buyer. Sub-contractors’ sections of the 
bill would be photo-copied and sent out 
by clerical staff. To save ruling up the 
reverse side of bill pages, a ‘Rate 
Analysis’ page was run off on the dupli- 
cating machine. These forms could then 
be inserted between every page, but, in 
practice, it was found easier to keep them 
separate as another ‘ bill.” The form had 
columns for: bill item and quantity, 
labour, material, plant and _ transport 
rates, site oncost, overheads, profit, total 
rates and notes. It fitted a sheet of fools- 
cap quite neatly. 


Going Through the Bill 


William had now to go through the 
bill. He could price all his own labour, 
plant and transport, and site oncosts. As 
soon as a trade was completed, the sheets 
were to be passed to the operator on the 
calculating machine. Taking one column 
at a time, she multiplied an item and 
transferred the result to the storage 
register. She multiplied the second and 
transferred that, and so on. At the end 
of the trade she had the total labour 
cost for that part of the bill, which she 
transferred to an _ abstract. If the 
‘ material ’ column was complete, she did 
this in the same way and followed up 
with the plant and transport column and 
site oncost. At least 80 per cent of the 
work was done in the first week, and as 
soon as further information became avail- 
able, it was dropped into place. Had this 


been the bill studied originally, and cir- 
cumstances the same, the last items 
would have gone in on the second Thurs- 
day, and the complete abstract been ready 
for Albert Head’s approval on Friday 
morning. 


A ‘Catch’ Suspected 


As it was, William was ‘sold’ on the 
scheme, but for him it was so revolu- 
tionary that he thought there must be a 
catch somewhere. Accordingly he went 
quietly to work on his next tender with 
all his fingers crossed. There were, in 
fact, only one or two very minor snags, 
and the complete abstract was ready 
before the end of the second week. 

How William kept his ‘ secret’ without 
exploding will never be known, but it was 
completed on a Wednesday, which gave 
him just nice time to work in _ his 
“moment of truth’ at Thursday's meeting. 
When item 2, ‘tenders received and 
action’ was reached on the agenda, 
William quietly passed over the abstract 
(see illustration) to Albert. He studied 
it for two or three minutes and then 
passed it to Tom, with the remark that 
it was his fault; he’d asked for facts, 
and, by golly, he’d been given them. 
Then, just to show his authority, he said 
he thought they ought to knock off the 
odd £275. He was more surprised than 
ever when William did not protest that 
he would have to alter rates. It took 
William quite a time to explain that if 
they got the job, he would relate the profit 
margin as a percentage, and include it 
when the calculator operator extended 
individual items of the bill. 

While this was going on, Tom had been 
studying the abstract, and also the rate 
analysis sheets. He soon discovered that 
if he took an hourly rate for labour, he 
could easily forecast the volume of work 
for each trade, and provide a basis for 
planning. 

During the following week, one would 
have thought this was the first contract 
the firm had ever obtained. Everybody 
wanted to borrow the abstract. Tom 
wanted to make a rough preliminary plan; 
Fred wanted to know why joinery site 
overheads were so high; Albert just 
wanted to study it quietly, and find out 
if it was as foolproof as it looked. No- 
body could deny that it had saved con- 
siderable time and trouble at the 
estimating stage. Nobody could deny 
that here were facts about things which 
hitherto had been vague guesses. 

Having provided figures of what we 
think we can do, it is essential to know 
how correct these are. What figures are 
wanted? So far as Albert Head, Ltd. is 
concerned, first and foremost are those 
which enable Albert Head to manage his 
company and its work. He does not 
want detail; he is not concerned whether 
Bill Smith was away for a couple of 
days last week, or that the plumbing on 
such and such a job barely recovered 
its cost. To control the constructional 
side of the business, he wants a sum- 
mary of all contracts each month, show- 
ing their value and their profit margin. 
If any are not showing the anticipated 
margin, he will call for details. 

Tom Head, being responsible for pro- 
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ducing results and having to control his 
contracts managers, will want more detail. 
Not only will he require to know the 
profit margin on each contract, and the 
cost of sales on jobbing work; he will 
want to know the breakdown of that cost. 
Labour, materials, sub-contractors, etc., 
are important to him. What is possibly 
more important, is that he must have 
these costs regularly and promptly. 

Further down the line, the assistant 
contracts managers and general foremen 
should know what is expected of them, 
and how they are measuring up to pro- 
gramme. Money figures will not help 
them a great deal—-hours of trade, labour, 
and quantities of material, are of greater 
use. In this case, they should have them 
before they start work. It is not a great 
deal of use blaming someone for taking 
200 hours instead of 100, if he has not 
been told it is expected to be done in 
100. Mr. Parkinson has written a good 
book on this, so Tom had heard. 

Some of these figures can be provided 
by the Accounts Section ; others must be 
provided by Tom Head’s head office 
staff. It will involve planning of con- 
tracts ; it could involve a bonus scheme ; 
measuring work done must be regular and 
accurate ; and above all, costing must be 
up-to-date. How up-to-date? If a con- 
tract is measured today, the cost of that 
work, broken down to major items of 
expenditure—-labour, materials, plant and 
transport, etc.—-should be in the hands 
of the contract manager the next day. It 
should also be accurate to the odd £1 
or so. 


Speeding the Account 


It was more than fortunate that Albert 
Head met old So-and-So at the Manage- 
ment Conference, as otherwise he would 
never have been convinced that this could 
be done. ‘ But,’ he protested, ‘ Brooker 
and his assistant have been doing these 
accounts for years, they know them inside 
out, and even when I breathe fire they 
take a week to get them out. Even then 
neither of us are sure they are reasonably 
accurate.’ This statement was true, but 
what he did not appreciate was that 
Brooker and his subordinates did not get 
the information they required; had to 
chase around the firm to find out who had 
ordered items, send invoices to the 
various executives for authorisation, and 
then chase around to get them back ; fill 
their cost ledgers with masses of informa- 
tion which nobody bothered to look at, 
or only looked at when the final account 
did not show a profit, and then they 
wondered what they had omitted. 

A long, long discussion with the direc- 
tors ended with Albert Head remarking: 
‘If you can do what you say, you can 
turn the place upside down and we won’t 
hold it against you if they take two days 
to get out a cost.’ 

From that month onward, the accounts 
department became a service to manage- 
ment and construction, not merely a 
place which prepared and paid wages 
accurately each week, and saw that sup- 
pliers received payment in time to claim 
discounts.

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Questions on Building Answered 
A Quiz in Northern Ireland 


A SPECIAL MEETING Of architects, sur- 
veyors and contractors organised by the 
Northern Ireland Chapter of the Institute 
of Quantity Surveyors was recently held 
in Belfast. The subject was ‘ Questions 
on Building,’ to be answered by Mr. 
Arthur J. Willis, FRICS, HonFIQS. Mr. 
G. P. Bell, BArch, ARIBA, AMTPI, 
President of the Royal Society of Ulster 
Architects was in the chair. Some of the 
questions and replies were: 


What views have you on 
the industry? I am not, 
prophet and one cannot foresee the 
developments of science. When I started 
in the profession we always put in a 
Schedule of Daywork Rates (there was 
no National Schedule then) ‘ Horse, cart 
and man: per day.’ No one could have 
foreseen the developments of the last 40 
years in such things as mechanised trans- 
port and plant, prestressed concrete and 
plastics. One of the great difficulties of 
the practitioner is to keep up-to-date with 
new materials. The literature available is 
enormous. I have on occasion only learnt 
about a material when an architect has 
mentioned it (expecting me to know all 
about it). He probably saw it at a build- 
ing exhibition or some traveller interested 
him. In one case I was even instructed 
to specify something which, on inquiry, 
I found was not yet in production. What 
we need is a digest of all the important 
practical developments, perfectly frank 
and giving trade names, merchants and 
manufacturers—~something to save us 
from tackling the whole bibliography of 
building. To some extent this is met by 
the technical Press, journals of institu- 
tions and information services of federa- 
tions, but some co-ordinating authority 
is wanted—alas, another committee!

Could not quantities be simplified ? 
We must remember the main purpose of 
a bill is to give a uniform and clear basis 
for competitive tendering. One con- 
tractor giving a price can take what short 
cuts he likes, because when he comes 
to pricing he has an idea of the relative 
value of what he has left out. The Stan- 
dard Method of Measurement is the work 
of a Joint Committee of surveyors and 
contractors and I think that full con- 
sideration is given to the wishes of con- 
tractors. If contractors want some 
shortened form, they will, no doubt, get 
it if they ask for it. We have the example 
of the ‘Code’ for small houses. If you 
want to price a bath complete with waste 
and overflow you can only do this by 
which is all the SMM bill does. 


What do you think of the idea of 
‘teamwork’? This is nothing new. We 
have known it for years, but we called it 
by the longer name of ‘co-operation.’ 
There is the team within an office work- 
ing together on a job (which is only com- 
mon sense) and there is the building 
industry team, comprising architect (as 
leader), consultants, specialists, quantity 


surveyor and contractor. There is a call 
now to include the contractor at an early 
stage, but this, of course, upsets the prin- 
ciple of competitive tendering. There are, 
however, circumstances where the 
advantage of competition is outweighed 
by other considerations. 


What happens when there is a limit of 
retention of £10,000 on a large contract 
and there is no limit specified in the case 
of sub-contractors 2? The answer is that 
failure to provide a corresponding maxi- 
mum for sub-contractors shows lack of 
foresight. It may be that the whole of 
the retention is held from sub-contractors 
and none from the contractor. I think 
there is no answer, except amendment of 
the terms by mutual agreement. There 
can be no implication of a maximum in 
the sub-contractor’s estimate unless pro- 
vided in the acceptance or formal sub- 
contract. 


Should cash discount be allowed in a 
variation account where a nominated sub- 
contractor has quoted net? I used to 
add this because the architect had in 
such case made a mistake in his inquiry. 
I did, in fact, succeed with a district 
auditor on the very point before the war, 
because I contended that clauses 21 and 
22 of the RIBA contract were a warranty 
that quotations would be subject to the 
relative discounts. Lately, the view has 
been taken that the contractor will have 
had the opportunity to point out the error 
and have the quotation revised, and by 
not doing so had waived his right. There 
is much to be said for this, though I 
rather feel that it is passing on the archi- 
tect’s mistake to the contractor. It seems 
to me that it is essential for the contrac- 
tor to know when he tenders exactly what 
discount he will get so that he can add 
his profit accordingly. I don’t feel that 
he should be expected to return estimates 
to the architect and tell him he hasn't 
done his job properly! 


Discounts and Purchase Tax 


Should cash discount be allowed on 
purchase tax in the case of nominated 
sub-contractors or suppliers? This will 
depend on the estimate. If this includes 
purchase tax it will say either that the 
whole is subject to cash discount or it 
may state that purchase tax is net. Per- 
haps it is being wise after the event, but I 
now say in the item of the provisional 
sum that this includes £x for purchase 
tax, which will be net. The main diffi- 
culty has arisen where purchase tax is 
imposed on something new. The RIBA 
form of contract (1939) never contem- 
plated purchase tax and when revised will 
no doubt make the position clear. 


Should the building owner be allowed 
a copy of the priced bill, seeing that the 
prices are confidential ? I can’t see that 


you can refuse the building owner a copy 
of one of the contract documents which 
It should be pointed out 


he has signed. 


to him that the prices are confidential, 
as he will probably not have read all that 
he signed. If the building owner is a 
public authority, the authority will have 
its own technical staff who can make 
proper use of the prices. 


How can loss of profit owing to varia- 
tions be recovered? Clause 9(b) of the 
RIBA contract gives the surveyor a wide 
authority to take into account any cir- 
cumstances under which work is not ‘ of 
a similar character or executed under 
similar conditions’ to that in the con- 
tract. A two-storey building would 
involve a different price for brickwork 
from that for a single-storey building, 
owing to the larger proportion of scaffold- 
ing. Similarly, the omission of three 
storeys from the top of a building might 
affect rates which are applicable to all 
storeys. Where variations are abnormal, 
each case must be judged on its merits 
and a fair valuation made. 

Is it reasonable to ask a contractor to 
provide a surveyor to assist with interim 
valuations? It is usually in the contrac- 
tor’s interest for his surveyor to attend 
at valuations and it is part of the co-opera- 
tion that the quantity surveyor expects. 
The surveyor needs the help of somebody 
on the job, the clerk of works if there is 
one, or it may be only the foreman. Pro- 
vision is sometimes made in the prelimi- 
nary bill for the contractor to provide 
assistance, but, whether it is there or 
not, I think it is to the contractor’s ad- 
vantage to see that the quantity surveyor 
has the necessary information. 

Should extra cost of overtime be 
allowed under the National Schedule of 
Dayworks? The Schedule says ‘ pay- 
nients properly made in accordance with 
the Working Rule Agreement.’ I think 
the full overtime rate would only be 
expected if the architect had ordered 
overtime to be worked, e.g., to expedite 
the work, or if there was good reason why 
it could not be done in normal hours. 

Should not an architect have to study 
quantities as part of his training? I 
don’t think the study of quantities in 
detail is necessary, but what he should 
appreciate is the nature of the work the 
quantity surveyor does (and can or can- 
not do), and the way he does it. A few 
lectures by a quantity surveyor and some 
by a builder on the professional practice 
subject would go a long way, probably, 
towards giving the architect a more 
realistic approach to this aspect of his 
work. 

What is a ‘ qualified’ surveyor? There 
is no registration of surveyors as of archi- 
tects, though this seems to have been 
achieved in South Africa. The only 
answer I can suggest is a member of one 
of the several professional institutions of 
surveyors. (A member of the audience 
suggested that a surveyor could be quali- 
fied without being such a member.) Yes, 
of course, there have been very good sur- 
veyors not members of an Institution, but 
i think this is getting rare now and I

floor. If such is the case, then ventilation 
under this floor is essential, but the wall 
cavity must not be included. A trunking 
or box must be formed to conduct air 
across this cavity to the space under the 
floor. A slate surround to the air vent 
formed would be satisfactory. 

The only ventilation required to a 
cavity in a hollow wall is through the 
weep holes formed at ground level and 
above the door and window openings. 
Any further ventilation would reduce its 
thermal insulation properties. R.M.E. 


Moisture Evaporation 
QUESTION: We _ have recently’ con- 
structed new offices with double-glazed 
wood sashes, painted white and secured 
together and into the rebates with 
mastic. Silica gel has been used to absorb 
the damp from the air space. The 
windows have been very effective for 
both warmth and for stopping exterior 
condensation, but we have found that on 
some south windows in the hot sun, the 
moisture apparently evaporates from the 
silica gel, rises to the top of the air space, 
condenses and in due time is re-absorbed. 
This causes streaks on the glass. Is there 
any way we can avoid this?

ANSWER: I will assume that when this 
job was done the silica gel was used from 
a tin. If this was the case, then the wrong 
method was used. The gel should have 
been thoroughly dried before using, and 


appreciated the value of the surveyor. In 
such a case errors could not be corrected 
under the contract and the contractor had 
no remedy against the surveyor for negli- 
gence, because there was no privity of 
contract. I have never myself dealt with 
any such contract and I think they are 
very rare. The form referred to is 
mostly used where there is a specification 
only and no quantities at all. The word- 
ing might perhaps now be revised to ‘ for 
use where there is no bill of quantities’ 
instead of ‘ where quantities do not form 
part of the contract.’ 

Ought not a quantity surveyor to have 
some training in a contractor’s office to

make him a proficient estimator? Ideally 
the quantity surveyor would have train- 
ing in all crafts and branches of the in- 
dustry, but by the time he had had it 
all it would be too late to use his experi- 
ence. He is only an estimator in the 
sense that he analyses contractors’ prices. 
I have always refused to do any competi- 
tive estimating for a builder. He is the 
only man who can decide what risks he 
will take and, moreover, he and his staff 
have all the data of current prices for 
their actual purchases, and they alone 
have knowledge of their own labour con- 
ditions. There is no such thing as a right 
price, in a purely mathematical sense.

one way of doing this would be to put 
it in a container and then into a warm 
oven thoroughly to dry. Then it should 
not be taken out until the last moment 
before using, otherwise it will again 
absorb damp from the atmosphere. 

However, the remedy for this par- 
ticular job is to take out one side of the 
double glazing and then either thoroughly 
dry the gel before re-using or purchase 
* desiccators.’ These are types of gel about 
9 in. long by } in. in diameter. They 
are sealed in cellophane and must not be 
unsealed until the last moment before 
glazing. Unfortunately nothing else can 
be done. Glass must be unglazed to 
effect a cure and reglazing done as stated. 
The main thing to remember is not to 
unseal the dessicators until the last 
moment or if the gel already in is used, 
do not subject it to a damp atmosphere 
before using.

Unauthorised Visitors on 
Uncompleted Estates 


QUESTION: On some estate developers’ 
sites we have seen notices erected declar- 
ing the roads to be private and nut open 
to the general public even though pur- 
chasers of the dwellings in parts of the 
estate had already taken occupation. We 
are, therefore, wondering whether the 
display of such boards will afford any 
protection should any claims be made 
against us through accidents involving 
unauthorised persons being on the site. 
P. B. L. 
ANSWER: The occupier of any premises 
owes a greater duty of care in respect 
of the condition of his land to authorised 
visitors than to trespassers. An occupier 
is broadly any person who exercises over 
the land in question such possession and 
control as to be able to admit or exclude 
visitors. A building contractor may be 
an occupier if he has such control. 

To authorised visitors the occupier 
owes a duty to take such care as in all 
the circumstances is reasonable, to see 
that the visitor will be reasonably safe 
in using the premises for the purposes for 


which he is permitted to be there. To 
trespassers he merely owes a duty not 
to prepare any trap. Accordingly in so 
far as there is any risk of accidents 
arising from the condition of the estate 
itself—e.g. trenches uncovered, or unsafe 
temporary bridges—the occupier may 
restrict the class of persons to whom he 
owes a duty of care by restricting the 
number of people he permits to enter his 
land. 

Certain persons—e.g. the occupiers of 
the completed part of the estate and their 
visitors—will of course be presumed to 
have permission. In the absence of 
interruption the general public if it 
habitually crosses the land will also be 
presumed to have such permission. A 
notice will help to displace any such pre- 
sumption, but if after the notice is 
erected the general public use, perhaps, 
a particular road as a short cut and no 
attempt is made to prevent this, the 
notice alone will not be sufficient to avoid 
the occupier’s duty to take reasonable 
care. 

Although a notice will alone go some 
way to prevent unauthorised visitors 
being deemed to have permission to come 
on the estate, it cannot afford any pro- 
tection except in regard to accidents 
arising out of the condition of the estate. 
A much more potent source of danger is 
probably the actual carrying out of opera- 
tions on the land—transporting materials 
for instance. In carrying out operations 
any person, whether the occupier or not, 
must exercise reasonable care for the 
safety of others whether trespassers or 
not, who might reasonably be expected 
to be there. 

If any particularly dangerous works are 
being carried out a notice of warning may 
serve some purpose both in scaring 
visitors away, and even in reducing 
liability should an accident result from 
their ignoring such a notice. However, 
if ordinary building works are being 
carried out it is not possible to displace 
the duty that they shall be carried out 
with such care as, in all the circum- 
stances, may be regarded as reasonable.

1. Acoustics 


An ACOUSTIC STRIP FORM CEILING has 
been designed to allow wide flexibility *in 
applying acoustic treatment to walls and 
ceilings and at the same time incorporat- 
ing heating when required. The ceiling 
itself is made up of long 24 gauge gal- 
vanised metal trays, 12 in. wide, with 
ribs rolled into the section, the sides being 
finished with a half bevel so that butting 
trays forming the complete ceiling give 
the appearance from below of a con- 
tinuous strip pattern 4 in. wide. The trays 
can be made in any transportable length 
and are demountable. Flushed light fit- 
tings and all other types of light fittings 
can be incorporated in the ceiling 
and the trays, which are perforated with 
§ in. holes at “%e&« in. centres, can be 
pierced or trimmed to take lighting 
cables, sprinklers and drop rods. 

The heating of the ceiling can be done 
by hot water coils or electricity. To pro- 
vide the electrical heating, prefabricated 
Merplex heating mats, adapted from the 
Simplex prefabricated under-floor heat- 
ing mat system, are made up in 12 in. 
wide strips to suit the length of the trays.

2. Doors 


Recently an increasing interest has 
been shown in the use of aluminium and 
in this column we have reviewed new 
ranges of cladding panels and window 
frames made from this metal. The latest 
development is an ALUMINIUM DOOR which 
is likely to appeal most to shops, offices, 
showrooms and hotels. As the metal has 
been more widely exploited both in 
America and on the Continent it is not 
surprising that the design is based upon 
American and Continental prototypes, 
but the claim is made that considerable 
improvements have been effected. The 
doors are polished and heavily anodised 
and the flush joints are invisibly welded. 
Standard single doors are 7 ft. x 3 ft. with 
overhead closers or single action floor 
springs.

3. Heating 

One of the latest devices for warming 
a room is an ELECTRICALLY HEATED

is evenly diffused over a wide area so 
that uniform warmth is given, whilst 
the carpet is never too hot to touch.

4. Roofing 


THE increasing popularity of ‘ cross- 
wall’ construction in the building of 
houses and flats has caused the roof 
designer to do a certain amount of re- 
thinking. The structural supports for 
floors and roofs are now provided by the 
end walls, whilst the front and rear walls, 
relieved of any load, are usually in- 
filled. As pitched roofs for tiling or sheet 
covering materials are generally designed 
to span from front to rear walls, Cross 
WALL ROOFING requires different solutions 
to those afforded by the traditional purlin 
and rafter roofs.

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5. Structural Steelwork 


A few weeks ago we reported on the 
use of vermiculite cladding as a fire pro- 
tection for structural steelwork. To pro- 
vide a key for the plaster a number of 
METAL LATHING SYSTEMS have been 
devised, all of which give a 2-hour fire 
protection when using a l-in. thickness 
of vermiculite plaster. One method that 
has been successfully employed has as the 
basis of the system two galvanised 
pressed metal sections, called thickness 
guides. The guides are used in pairs on 
each beam and each pair performs the 
dual function of securing the metal 
lathing and subsequently acting as a

guide to the finished thickness of plaster. 
Two top thickness guides are fixed, one 
on either side of the joist, by plugging or 
bedding them to the concrete slab soffit. 
The bottom flange clips have been 
designed so that they can be attached 
very simply to the ‘toes’ of the bottom 
flange of the joist. When both top and 
bottom guides have been fixed, metal 
lathing is wired to them through perfora- 
tions provided. The side lathing is fixed 
first and then the soffit lathing. The lead- 
ing edge of the guides, having been 
fashioned so that they act as plasterers’ 
grounds, are a ready means of ensuring 
that the l-in. thickness of fire protective 
plaster can be applied before plastering 
commences, and verifying that the work 
has been finished to the specified thick 
ness on completion.

Overseas Construction 
A Tribute to British Engineering 


'HE VALUE OF overseas contracts for 
which British engineers were responsible 
reached a total of £630m. in January, 
1959, an increase of £80m. over the pre- 
vious year. MR. F. J. ERROLL, MP, Minister 
of State, Board of Trade, referred to this 
achievement in his address at the annual 
dinner of the Association of Consulting 
Engineers held at the Dorchester Hotel, 
W1,.on February 15. 

Paying tribute to the important part 
played by British consulting engineers in 
the development of backward countries, 
Mr. Erroll said that among the projects 
for which they had been responsible were 
the Hong Kong water scheme, estimated 
at £20m.; the East Pakistan irrigation and 
hydro-electric scheme, valued at £25m.; 
the Escarvos training moles in Nigeria; 
the Accra sewerage scheme; and the new 
Baghdad international airport costing 
£84m. 

‘IT understand,’ continued the Minister, 
‘that one of your members has just 
started work on a most interesting pro- 
ject involving an_ island _ oil-tanker 
terminal in the Persian Gulf. These great 
constructional works are a major contri- 
bution to the task of raising the standard 
of living in the under-developed parts of 
the world. Every project designed or 
built by British engineers enhances the 
prestige of our technical skill, and 
creates a favourable climate for our 
exports of capital and other goods. as 
well as earning international goodwill.’ 

Mr. Erroll concluded by mentioning a 
letter recently received by Mr. Mac- 
millan from the Prime Minister of 
Turkey. It was one of congratulation on 
the admirable way in which British firms 
had completed a hydro-electric project 
in that country.

Oil Terminal 


THE REGENT OIL COMPANY is to build 
a £500,000 ocean terminal at Granton 
Harbour, Edinburgh. This terminal will 
occupy an area of 12 acres of land owned 
by a private company, Granton Harbour 
Ltd., and is situated on the south side of 
the Firth of Forth.

continued, the planners had decided the 
trend of construction and months of pre 
paratory work led up to high speed 
economic construction of multi-storey 
blocks.
